J. B. Fowler, the Prohibition Orator 
From Fort Wayne, at Monroe- 
ville.

J, B. Fowler, the great prohibition 
orator, delivered one of his most famous 
lectures on our streets, last Saturday, in 
front of J. Lewis' grocery. He held his 
audience spell-bound with his eloquence. 
In his address he neither rebuked nor 
upheld the saloon keeper, but threw the 
whole blame upon the legislation of the 
United States. 
While Mr. Fowler was 
addressing his audience some sneaking, 
cowardly villian threw several bad eggs 
against the building near which he was 
standing. 
Since Mr. Fowler has been a 
respected citizen of this county for a 
number of years, such conduct is brutal 
on the part of the scoundrels who threw 
the eggs, and throws no credit on onr 
town.

He was brought here in a good condi- 
tion. 
Our friends here sent for him and 
met him at the depot when he arrived 
with a hearse. 
The Sons of St. George, 
of which he was a member, took charge 
of his funeral. 
He was buried on Tnea- 
day at about 2 o'clock and was attended 
by about 500 persons. 
Every thing was 
done here, as there, to bury him aa nice 


as possible. I was away from home, bat 
was sent for on Monday and arrived 
within a few hours after he did. 


He came to Carbondale before leaving 
to bid me good bye, but didn't bid h ^ 
mother good bye nor tell her that he 
was going to leave. 
That I suppoee, 
made it harder for him to bear. 
If he 
could only have seen us, if only 
few minutes he could have died easier 
and we could have borne it better, bnt 
as it is, we are thankful that we oonld 
have him brought to us from so far away 
so that we could see the last of him and 
place him by his father, who was killed 
hero in the shaft about three years ago. 
His mother is left with five children, 
only one boy old enough to support the 
family. 
He is about eighteen years old.

Sober Men Are Wanted Now in AU Kinds of 


Bnnlness—Tb« Drinker an Ol^eot of Dis- 
tnut. 
The other day a reporter overheard a 
saloon-keeper objecting to a bar-keeper 
because he was addicted to drinking 
the beverages which he sold, and the 
absurdity 
of 
the proposition 
made 
quite an impression not only upon 
the 
reporter, 
but 
others 
who 
heard the same conversation. 
The 
business of the bar-keeper is to "make 
men drunk," and objecting'to a bar- 
keeper because he himself did what he 
was hired to make other men do was as 
funny as a refusal of a physician to take 
his own medicine. 
Still the refusal to 
employ this bar-keeper 
because he 
drank is one of the signs of the times, 
and shows that the saloon-keeper is 
simply taking the same precautions in 
his own business that the average man 
assumes in other vocations. 
No matter 
how skilled an employe may be, or how 
popular, the fact that he is dissipated is 
a constant menace to his employer, for 
there is no telling how soon he may 
turn up too drunk for business, and as 
a general rule he generally takes the 
most unfavorable time for his debauch, 
choosing the hour when his services are 
in particular demand. 
It is true of a 
bar-tender the 
same 
as a 
railway 
emj^loye, and for that reason the saloon- 
keeper, in a business point of view, no 
more wants a drunken employe that 
does the man who may be conscien- 
tiously opposed to the triiffic. 


Twenty-five years ago a wave of in- 
temperance swept over the country, 
following close upon the heels of the 
war, and really a part of the demoraliz- 
ing influence of that struggle, and from 
the chief of a division to one in the 
most menial capacity a spree was as 
common as pay-day, and it excited 
about as little criticism as any other or- 
dinary circumstance iu connection with 
his daily or weekly duties. 
The re- 
porter remembers that his employers, 
as well as the foremen of the various 
departments, not counting the ordinary 
employes, thought no more of a debauch 
than if it was the simplest and most or- 
dinary circumstance of their daily ¿uty, 
and there was a general looking forward 
from one week to another for the means 
to be spent in dissipation, as if to drink 
was the chief aim, and for that matter 
the chief end of man. 
A drunk excited 
no comment in those days, either, for it 
was not regarded as it is now, and as it 
should be, as disgraceful and humilat- 
ing. 
Now, the chances are that if an 
employe, no matter what may be his 
position, or how valuable may be his 
services, indulges in a debauch, he finds 
his place taken by a sober man, and 
whether it be a railway, or even a saloon 
itself, soberness is enforced as a con- 
dition of continued employment. 
It is 
the same in all departments of labor, 
even in a brewery, and this shows what 
a marked and radical change there has 
been in public opinion within the time 
mentioned. 
It is no more noticeable in 
one than the other, although it may be 
more particularly enforced in some de- 
partments than in others. 
And public 
opinion has even gone farther and put 
the seal of condemnation upon the sale 
of intoxicants, so that, no matter how 
the vender of liquors may demean him- 
self, he "is a saloon-keeper" is always 
spoken in a tone of contempt for the 
business, and try it in-what way he may, 
he cannot get above the prejudice of 
his calling. 
It is thrown up to his 
family, and they ftre made to feel it in 
more ways than one, but always in ii 
way that makes them loathe the very 
name, and to always refer to it as a 
humilating fact of 
which they are 
heartily ashamed. 


In the olden days to which reference 
was made, it was part of the glory of 
the fireman that he could be depended 
upon to "paint her red" upon the slight- 
est provocation, and his debauches were 
as 
frequent 
as 
the 
fires 
which 
he 
was 
supposed 
to 
extinguish. 
Of recent years this dissi- 
pation has been tabooed among fire- 
men, and with each year the line has 
been more closely drawn, until recently 
not only has an order been issued that 
the first o Sense of drunkenness will be 
followed by dismissal, but firemen have 
been prohibited from entering a saloon 
while on duty, which is practically an 
embargo, as they are on duty the entire 
time, %vith the single exception of one 
night off in every seven, so tliat, were 
they so disposed, there is but little op- 
portunity for them to indulge in the 
beverage, which always degrades and 
downs a man, handle it as tenderly and 
gingerly as he may. 
With the majority 
of the members tliis order is accej^ted 
as tlie correct thing, and it meets with 
their hearty approval. 
It was, as one 
of them remarked to a reporter: 
"A 
driver or a pipe-man should never in- 
dulge in intoxicants, for often he has to 
think quickly and act instantly, and a 
mistake, were his brain befuddled with 
dvink, would not only endanger him- 
self but his associates. Were a drunken 
man to fall from a ladder, he would not 
only carry himself down, but whoever 
else might be on the ladder with him, 
and if he is driving there is the same 
necessity for a clear head, for it some- 
times takes quick judgment to avoid a 
collision that might result fatally to a 
citizen, if not the other members of the 
comjDany who are dependent upon him 
to steer clear of danger in rapid runs. 
A fellow may think he can drink and it 
will never hurt him, but some day he 
is called out on a run at a time when, 
owing to his befuddled condition, he 
should not be entrusted -with the lines, 
and then an accident results. 
If it is 
known that he drinks there is never 
tlie confidence in his judgment which 
there would be were he entirely sober, 
and whether he gives cause or not, his 
associates are always uneasy for fear 
that something -will occur." 


This fireman but sounded the ob- 
jection to a drtmken man in all the de- 
partments of life where there is action 
and responsibility, and every day the 
sentiment has additional growth that 
the man who drinks, sooner or later 
will be responsible for some mishap 
that ends in misfortune to himself, if 
not injury to his comrades, and the 
crippling of life and limb. 
A drunken 
foreman would not now be tolerated in 
any factory; a drunken train-dispatcher 
has become a relic of the past; so also 
a drunken engineer. 
A man is consid- 
ered to have degraded himself if he 
drinks, and in every department he is 
being pushed to the rear to make room 
for the workman who may not be so 
competent, but who is always sober. 
This is not the cry of a fanatic, but 
singly a plain business fact, and the 
man ^pendent upon a salary is a fool 
if he doet not respect the drift and gov- 
ern himself «ccordinglj. 
He would

the possibility of pro-viding for their 
needs. 
Twenty years ago a man could 
drink and the world would smile ; ten 
years ago, the same thing, and the 
world discreetly ignored it ; but now it 
is met with contempt and derision, and 
the earliest opportunity is seized to 
crowd the dissipant to the rear, 
and 
supplant 
him with one who comes 
sober to his task, and who for that 
reason can be depended upon for a 
clear brain and a steady nerve. 


Lee at Fredericksburg. 


In the Century, Maj. J. Horace Lacy 
gives some of his reminiscences of Gen, 
Lee. 
From his article we quote as 
follows : "Ascending the heights, I soon 
reached what was called the headquar- 
ters battery of Gen. Lee. 
Afar aerosa 
the valley and river in the gray light of 
tlie early morning could be seen the 
white porches of my home, Chatham, 
made historic by Federal army corre- 
spondents, as the 'Lacy House.' 
The 
porches -were filled -with officers and 
gayly-dressed women, and from half a 
score of brass bands rang out across the 
valley 'Yankee Doodle,' 
and 
'Hail, 
Columbia !' The commanding officer of 
the batteiy asked me if I would permit 
him to scatter the unbidden guests at 
my home. 
At his request I asked Gen. 
Lee to authorize the fire of the heavy 
guns, which would have laid Chatham 
in the dust, 
With a smile he refused, 
and, asking me to walk with him, -we 
withdrew a short distance. 
He tlicn 
motioned me to sit by him on the trunk 
of a large tree. 


"Looking across at Chatham through 
his field-glass he said, 'Major, I never 
permit 
the unnecessary effusion of 
blood. 
War is terrible enough, at its 
best, to a Christian man ; I hope yet to 
see you and your dear family happy in 
your old home. 
Do you know I love 
Chatham better than any place in the 
world except Arlington ! I courted and 
-won my dear wife under the shade of 
those trees. 
By the way, not long 
since I was riding out with my staff, 
and, observing how your grand old 
trees had been cut down by those peo- 
ple, I saw that a magnificent tulip pop- 
lar at the head of the ravine, north of 
the house, w^as still standing, and, "with 
somewhat of your rhetoric, I said to 
Venable and Taylor: "Thereis nothing 
in vegetable nature so grand as a tree. 
Grappling with its roots the granite 
foundations of the everlasting hüls, it 
reaches its sturdy and gnarled trunk on 
high, spreads 
its 
branches to the 
heavens, casts its shadow on the sward, 
and the birds build their nests and sing 
amid its umbrageous foliage. 
Behold, 
the monarch stripped of attendants and 
guards awes the vandal by the simple 
majesty of his sublime isolation" Pock- 
eting my field-glass, and riding on, I 
heard mingled with laughter a request 
from the young gentlemen that I would 
bring my glass to bear once more on 
the monarch of the forest. 
I looked, 
and even while I had been talking the 
ax of the vandal was laid to the root, 
and the monarch had fallen.' 


"Then, moved by emotion unusual to 
his calm and equable nature, he con- 
tinued, 'I had three hundred acres of 
woodland at Arlington. 
Serving the 
United States Government for many 
years on the frontier, I marked with my 
own hand each tree that was to be usoil 
for timber or fuel. They tell me all 
my trees are gone—yom-s are all gone' ; 
then rising from the log, with a fire 
and a passion rarely witnessed in him, 
and with all the majesty of his sublima 
presence, he said : 
'Major, they have 
our trees; they shall never have the 
lancir 


"Three years after the close of the 
war I was a visitor at the home of Gen. 
Lee, then President of Washington and 
Lee University. 
After 
dinner 
the 
General retired, and I was invited to 
see Mrs. Lee in her chamber. 
She 
was a great sufferer and confirmed in- 
valid, incapable of motion save in a 
roiler-chair, which it was the chief de- 
light of him who had so long directed 
great armies to move from room to 
room, bending over her with the grace 
of a Sidney and the devotion of a youth- 
ful lover. 
I told Mrs. Lee the story 
which I have so imperfectly attempted 
to reproduce. 
Need I tell any woman 
who reads these pages that the tears 
streamed down that j^atient, furrowed 
face, or that a light and joy from be- 
yond the stars beamed through those 
tears, as she knew that the thoughts of 
her great husband wandered far away 
from the clash of arms to the memories 
of their youthful love and courtship 
under the shade of her ancestral oaks, 
for Chatham was originally the property 
of a near relative. 
As I concluded the 
sentence, 'They shall never have the 
land,' hearing a slight noise, I turned 
and saw the General, who had silently 
entered, in dressing-go^vn and slij^pers. 
The great buck-shot droj^s slow ly rolled 
down that face, whose calm was never 
broken by the earthquake sliock of bat- 
tle. 
Slowly and silently he retired, 
and I could but feel the deepest com- 
punction that words of mino should 
have sent another pang through that 
great heart." 


Seasonable Articles. 
A writer in the Boston Globe proffers 
couple of columns of advice as to 
what one should eat, drink, and 
w ear 
in hot weather in order to keep cool. 
He recommends that fruit, especially 
berries, be eaten plentfully of in July 
and August, and asks, "Did you ever 
stop to think that if fruit was not 
especially intended to form the staple, 
of our summer diet, it would not have 
been ordered to ripen in such profusion 
just at this particular time of the year '? 
Nature understands her business. 
She 
sends us neither 
raspberries,

Kev. T. De Witt Talmage's Great 
Sermon on the Above 
Subject. 


Christians Who Have Lost Their Former 
Usefubiess Severely Scored, 


At the Brooklyn Tabernacle, Dr. Tal- 
mage preached from the following text: 


Now there was no smith found throughout all 
the land of Israel, for, the Philistines eaid, lest 
1 he Hebrews make them swords or speara. 
But 
all the Israelites went down to the Philistines to 
Bharpen every m a n hia sbare, and his coulter, 
and his ax, and his mattock. 
Yot they had a 
file for the mattocks, and for the coulters, and 
for the forks, and for the axes, and to shari)eu 
the goads.—L Samuel, xiii. 19—21. 


What a galling Bubjugation for the Israel- 
ites! The Philistines had carried off all 
the blacksmitho, and torn down all the 
blacksmiths' shops, and abolished the 
blacksmitho' trade iii the land of Israel. 
The Philistineo would not even allow these 
parties to work their valuable mines of 
brass and iron, nor might they make any 
swords or spears.. There were only two 
swords left in all the land. Yea, these 
Philistines went on until they had taken 
all the giindstones from the land of Israel, 
so that if an Israelitish farmer wanted to 
sharpen his plow or his ax, he had to go 
over to the garrison of the Philistines to 
get it done. 
There was only one sharpen- 
ing instrument left in the land, and that 
was a file. The farmers and the mechanics 
having nothing to whet up the coulter, 
and the goad, and the pickax, save a simple 
file, industry was hindered and work prac- 
tically disgraced. 
The great idea of these 
Philistines was to keep the Israelites dis- 
armed. They might get iron out of the 
hills to make swords of, but they would not 
have any blacksmiths to weld this iron. If 
they got the iron welded they would have* 
no grindstones on which to biing the in- 
struments of agriculture or the military 
weapons up to an edge. 
Oh, you poor, 
weaponless Israelites, reduced to a file, 
how I pitv you! But these Philistines 
were not forever to keep their heel on the 
neck of God's children. Jonathan, on his 
hands and knees, climbs up a great rock 
beyond which were the Philistines; and 
his armor-bearer, on his hands and knees, 
climbs up the same rock, and these two 
men \rith their two swords hew to pieces 
the Philistines, the Lord throwing a great 
terror upon them; so it was then; so it is 
now. Two men of God on their knees, 
mightier than a Philistine host on their 
feet! 


1. I learn first from this subject, how 
dangerous it is for the church of God to 
allow its weapons to stay iu the hands of 
its enemies. 
These Israelites might again 
and again have obtained a supply of swords 
and weapons, as for instance when they 
took the spoils of tin Ammonites; but 
these Israelites seemed content to have no 
swords, no spears, no blacksmiths, no 
grindstones, no active iron mines, until it 
was too late for them to make any resist- 
ance. I see the farmers lugging along with 
their pickaxes and plow, and I say: "Where 
are you going with those things?" They 
Bay: "Oh, we are going over to the garri- 
son of the Philistines to get these things 
sharpened." 
I say: "You foolish men, 
why don't you sharpen them at home?" 
"Oh," they say, "the blackemiths' shops 
are all torn down, and we have nothing left 
us but a file." 


So it is in the church of Jesus Christ to- 
day. We are too willing to give up our 
weapons to the enemy. 
The world boasts 
that it has gobbled up the schools and col- 
leges, and the arts and the scieuccp>, and 
the hterature and the printing-pi ess. 
In- 
fidelity is makii>g a mi,£;hty attempt to get 
all our weapons in Its hand and then to 
keep them. 
You know it is making this 
boast all the time, and after a while when 
the great battle bolM een sin and righteous- 
ness has opened, if we do not look out we 
will be as badly off as thesie Israelites with- 
out any swords to fight with, and without 
any sharpening instruments. 
I call upon 
thè superintendents of literary institutions 
to see to it that the men who go into the 
class-rooms to stand beside the Lej'den 
jars, and the electric batteries, and the 
microscopes, and telescopes, be children of 
God, not Philistines. 
The Carlylean, Em- 
ersonean, and Tyndallean thinkers of this 
day are trying to get all the intellectual 
weapons of this century in their own grasp. 
What we want is scientific Christians to 
capture the science, and scholastic Chris- 
tians to capture the scholarship, and phil- 
osophic Christians to capture the phi- 
losoi by, and lecturing Clnristians, to take 
back the lecturing platform. We want to 
send oat against Schenkel, and Strauss, 
and Renan, a Theodore Christlieb, of Bonn; 
and against the infidel scientists of the day 
a God-worshiping Silliman, and Hitch- 
cock, and Agassiz. We want to capture all 
the philosophical apparatus, and swing 
around the telescopes on the swivel, until 
through them we can see the morning star 
of the Redeemer, and with mineralogical 
hammer discover the Rock of Ages, and 
amid the flora of all realms find the rose of 
Sharon and the li\v of the valley. 


We want a clergy learned enough to dis- 
course of the human e3'e, showing it to be 
a microsope and telescope in one instru- 
ment, with eight wonderful contrivances, 
and lids closing thirty thousand or forty 
thousand times a day;" all its muscles and 
nerves and bones ' showing the infinite 
skill of an infinite God, and then winding 
up with the peroration: "He that formed 
the eye, shall He not see?" And then we 
want to discourse about the human ear, its 
wonderful integuments, membranes, and 
vibration, and its chain of small bones, 
and its au>iitory nerve, closing with the 
question: "He that planted the ear, shall 
He not hear?" And we want some one able 
to expound the first chapter of Genesis, 
bring to it the geology and the astronomy 
of the world, until, as Job ouggested: "The 
stones of the field shall bo in league" with 
the truth, and the stars in their course shall 
fight against Sisera. 
O church of God, go 
out and recapture these weapons. 


Let men of God go out and take posses- 
sion of the platform. Let any printing- 
presses that have been captured by the 
enemy be recaptured for God; and the re- 
porters, and the type-setters, and the ed- 
itors, and the publishers swear allegiance 
to the Lord God of truth. 
Ah, my friend, 
that day must come, and if the great body 
of Christian men have not the faith, or the 
courage, or the consecration to do it, then 
let some Jonathan, on his busy hands and 
on his praying knees, climb upon the rock 
of hindrance, and in the name of the Lord 
God of Israel slash to pieces those literary 
Philistines. If these men will not be con- 
verted to God, then they must be ovel:- 
thrown. . 


2. Again, I learn from fhe subject what 
a largo amount of the church's resources is 
actually hidden and buried undeveloped. 
The Bible intimates that that was a very 
rich land, this land of Israel. It says: 
"The stones are iron, and out of the hills 
thou Shalt dig brass;" and yet hundreds and 
thousands of dollars' worth of this metal 
was kept under the hills. Well, that is the 
diflSculty with the church of God at this 
day. Its talent is not developed. If one- 
half of its energy could be broueht out it 
might take the public iniquities of the day by 
the throat and make them bite the dust. If 
human eloquence were constcrated to the 
Lord Jesus Christ, it would in a few years 
persuade this whole earth to surrender to 
God. There is enough undeveloped en- 
ergy in this one church to bring all Brook- 
lyn to Christ—enough undeveloped Chris- 
tian energy in the city of Brooklyn to bring 
all the United States to Christ—enough of 
undeveloped Christianity in the United 
States to bring the whole world to Christ; 
but it ifl buried under ihe strata of indiiFer- 
eneèi aad under inole mountains df «loth. 
Kow. ia it not tliz^for the mibisc tobesin. 


and for 
It 
tìtó^Od, 


the hills. Oh, is it not time for the Church 
of God to rouse up and nnderstand that 
we want all the energies, all the talent, and 
all the wealth enlisted for Christ's sake? 
I like the nickname that the English sol- 
diers gave to Blncher, the commander. 
They called him "Old Forwards." We 
have had enough retreats in the Church of 
Christ; let us have a glorious advance. 
And I say to you, as the general said when 
his troops were affrighted; rising up in his 
stirrups, his hair flying in the wind, he 
lifted up his voice until 20,000 troops 
heard him, crying: "Forward, the whole 
line!" 


We want all the laymen enlisted. 
Min- 
isters are entirely too small. 
They do the 
best they can. 
They are the most over- 
worked class on earth. Many of them die 
of dyspepsia, because they cannot get the 
right kind of food to eat, or, getting the 
right kind, are so worried that they take it 
down iu chunks. 
They die from consump- 
tion coming from early and late exposure. 
If a novelist or a historian publishes one 
bookayearhe is considered industrious. 
But every faithful pastor must originate 
enough thought for three or four volumes a 
year. 
Ministers receive enough calls in & 
year from men who have maps, and medi- 
cines, and lightning-rods, and pictures to 
eeil to exhaust their vitality. 
They are 
bored with agents of all sorts. 
They are 
set in draughts at funerals, and poisoned 
by the unventilated rooms of invalids, and 
waited upon by committees who want ad- 
dresses made until life becomes a burden 
to bear. 
It is not hard study that makes 
ministers look pale. 
It is the infinity of 
interruption« and botherations to which 
they are subjected. 
If I die before my 
time it willjbe at the hands of committees 
that want an address or a lecture. 
A man 
called on me to give him a lecture by 
which he might pay the expenses of his 
wedding trip. 
If there were fifty hours in 
each day of the year, and I worked forty of 
them, I could not do the work of this one 
parish, and I am not behind most clergy- 
men in disposition to toil. 
Numerically 
too small. 
It is no more the work of the 
piiipit to convert and save the world than 
it is the work of the pew. 
If men go to 
ruin there will be as much blood on your 
skirts as on mine. 
Let us quit this farce 
of trying to save the world by a few cler- 
gymen, and let all hands lay hold of the 
work. Give us in all our churches two or 
three aroused and qualified men and women 
to help. 
In most churches to-day five or 
ten men are compelled to do all the work. 
A vast majoritj' of the churches are at their 
wits' end how to carry on a prayer-meeting 
if the minister is not there, when there 
ought to be 
enough 
pent-up 
energy 
and religious force to make a meeting go 
on with such power that the minister would 
never be missed. 
The church stands 
working the pumps of a few ministerial 
cisterns until the buckets are dry and 
choked, while there are thousands of foun- 
tains from which might be dipped up the 
waters of eternal life! 
Before you and I 
have the sod pressing our eyelids we will, 
under God, decide whether our children 
shall grow up amid the accursed surround- 
ings of vice and shame, or come to an in- 
heritance of righteousness. 
Long, loud, 
bitter, will be the curse that scorches our 
grave if, holding within the church to-day 
enough men and women to save the city, 
we act the coward or the drone. 
I wish I 
could put enough moral explosives under 
the conventionalities and moral stupidities 
of the day to blow them to atoms, and that 
then with 50,000 men and women from all the 
churches knowing nothing but Christ, and 
a desire to bring all the world to Him, we 
might move upon the enemy's works. For 
a little while heaven would not have trum- 
pets enough to celebrate the victory. 


3. Again: I learn from this subject that 
we sometimes do well to take advantage of 
the world's sharpening instruments. These 
Israelites were reduced to a file, and so 
they went over to the garrison of the 
Philistines to get their axes, and their 
goads, and their plows sharpened. 
The 
Bible distinctly states it—the text which I 
read at the beginning of the service—that 
they had no other instruments now with 
which to do this work, and the Israelites 
did right when they went over to the 
Philistines to use their grindstones. My 
friends, is it not right for us to employ the 
world's grindstones? If there bo art, if 
there be logic, if there be busin*ess faculty 
on the other side, let us go over and em- 
ploy it for Christ's sake. 
The fact is, we 
fight with too dull weapons, and we work 
with too dull implements. We hack and 
we maul when wo ought to make a keen 
strike. Let us go over among sharp busi- 
ness men, and among sharp literary men, 
and find out what their tact is, and then 
transfer it to the cause of Christ. If they 
have science and art it will do us good to 
rub against it. 


In other words, let ns employ the world's 
giindstone. 
AVe will listen to their music, 
and we will watch their acumen, and we 
will use their grindstones; and will borrow 
their philosophical apparatus to make our 
experiments, and we will borrow their 
printing-presses to publish our bibles, and 
we will borrow their rail trains to carry our 
Christian literature, and we will borrow 
their ships to transport our missionaries. 
That was what made Paul such a master in 
his day. He not only got all the learning 
he could get of Dr. Gamaliel, but after- 
ward, standing on Mars hili, and in crowded 
thoroughfare, quoted their poetry, and 
grasped their logic, and wielded their elo- 
quence, and employed their mythology, 
until Dionysius the 'Areopagite, learned in 
the schools of Athens and Heliopolis, went 
down under his tremendous powers. 
That 
was what gave Thomas Chalmers his 
power in his day. 
He conquered the 
world's 
astronomy 
and 
compelled it 
to 
ring 
out 
the 
wisdom 
and 
greatness 
of 
the 
Lord, 
until 
for 
the second time the morning stars sang to- 
gether and all the sons of God shouted for 
joy. 
That was what gave to Jonathan 
Edwards his influence in his daj'. He con- 
quered the world's metaphysics, and forced 
it into the gervico of God, until not only 
the old meeting-house at Northampton, 
Mass., but all Christendom fell thrilled by 
his 
Christian power. 
Well, now, my 
friends, we all have tools of Christian 
power. Do not let them lose their edges. 
We want no rusty blades in this fight. We 
want no coulter that cannot rip up the 
globe. 
We want no ax that cannot fell 
the trees. 
We want no goad that cannot 
start t?ie lazy team. Let us get the very 
best grindstones we can find, though they 
be in possession of the Philistines, com- 


E 
elling them to turn the crank while we 
ear down with all our might on the swift 
revolving wheel, until all our energies and 
faculties shall be brought up to a bright, 
keen, sharp, glittering edge. 


4. Again, my subject teaches us on what 
a small allowance Philistine iniquity puts 
a man. Yes, these Philistines shut up 
their mines, and then they took the spears 
and the swords, then they took the black- 
smiths, then they took the grindstones, 
and they took everything but a file. Oh, 
that is the way sin works. It grabs every- 
thing. It begins with robbery and ends 
with robbery. It despoils this faculty and 
that taculty^ and keeps on until the whole 
nature is gone. Was the man eloq\ient be- 
fore, it generally^ thickens his tongue. Was 
he fine m personal appearance, it mars his 
visage. Was he affluent, it sends the 
sheriff to sell him out. Was he intiuential, 
it destroys his popularity. Was he placid, 
and genial, and loving, it makes him splen- 
etic and cross; and so utterly is he changed 
that you can see he is sarcastic and rasp- 
ing, and that the Philistines have left him 
nothing but a file. 


A Christian life is the only cheerful life, 
while a lif^ of wicked surrender is remorse, 
ruin, and death. 
Its painted glee is 
sepulchral ghastliness. In the brightest 
days of the Mexican empire, Montezuma 
said he felt gnawing at his heart something 
like a canker. Sin, like a monster wild 
beast of the forest, «ometimes li(d» aU 
oTer its Tiotim in «der «hat the Tictim may 
be more easily stirallowed; but geaenillysin 
mps, and guh^ a&d teuii 


whole flocks of them. Vultures! Tultures! 
vultures! When I see sin robbing so many 
of my hearers, and I sea them going down 
day by day, and week by week, I must give 
a plain warning. I dare not keep it back 
lest I risk the salvation of my own soul. 
Rover and pirate pulled down the warning 
bell on Inchcape rock, thinking that they 
would have a chance to despoil vessels that 
were crushed on the rocks; but one night 
his own ship crashed down on this very 
rock, and he went down with all his cargo. 
God declares: "When I say to the wicked 
thou Shalt surely die, and thou givest him 
not warning, that same man shall die in bis 
iniquity, but his blood will I require at thy 
hands." 


5. I learn from this subject what a sad 
thing it is when the Church of God loses 
its metal. 
These Philiatines saw that if 
they could only get all the metallic weapons 
out of the hands of the Israelites all would 
be well, and therefore they took the swords 
and the spears. 
They did not want them 
to have a single metallic weapon. When 
fhe metal of the Israelites was gone, their 
strength was gone. This is the trouble 
with the Church of God to-day. It is sur- 
rendering its courage. 
It has not got 
enough metal. How seldom it is that you 
see a man taking his position in pew or in 
pulpit or in a religious society, and holding 
that position against the oppression, and 
all trial, and 
persecution, and all criti- 
cism. 


The Church of God to-day wants more 
backbone, more 
defiance, more conse- 
crated bravery, more metal. How often you 
see a man start outin some good enterprise, 
and at the first blast of opposition he has 
collapsed, and all his courage gone, for- 
getting the fact that if a man be right, all 
the opposition of the earth pounding away 
at him, cannot do him any permanent 
damage. It is only when a man is wrong 
that he can be damaged. Why, God is go- 
ing to vindicate His truth, and he is going 
to stand by you, my friends, in every ef- 
fort 3-ou make for Christ's cause and the 
salvation of men. 


Go forth in the service of Christ and do 
your whole duty. You have one sphere, I 
have another sphere. "The Lord of Hosts 
is with us, and the God of Jacob is our 
refuge. Selah." 
We want more of the 
determination of Jonathan. 
I do not sup- 
pose he was a very wondei-ful man, but he 
got on his knees and clambered up the 
rock, and with the help of his armor-bearer 
he hewed down the Philistines; and a man 
of very ordinary intellectual attainments, 
on his knees, can storm anything for God 
and the truth. 
We want something of the 
determination of the general who went into 
the war and as ho entered «his first battle 
his knees knocked together, his physical 
courage not quite up to his moral courage; 
and he looked down at his knees and said: 
"Ah, if you knew where I was going to 
take you you, would shake worse ^an 
that!"

Books,

"Oh, it's of no consequence," you 
hasten to reply; "pray don't mention 
it," and you sit down in the midst of 
this disorder. 
Nevertheless, you are 
embarrassed, the hostess is embar- 
rassed, and the call is rendered un- 
profitable and unpleasant, because of 
the slovenly habits of this woman who 
calls herself a housekeeper. 


Now, no sitting-room need look like 
tills; everybody may not be able to 
kee}) a room in apple-pio order the 
whole of the time, but it can be made 
fit to receive company in a part of the 
twenty-four hours. 
It may be fancy, 
but it seems to ine that this clironic 
disorder must extend to the mental as 
well as to the material; that such a 
woman cannot be a good housewife. 
If she cannot keep an orderly sitting- 
room, nine cliances to one if slie is a 
good cook. 
Of course slie cannot be 
economical because she has not learned 
to systematize. 


We have visited other sitting-rooms. 
One reminds you of an old-fashioned 
church, with its straight-backed pews 
and its box 
pulpit. 
Everything is 
placed agaiust the wall with the most 
careful regularity. 
The entire room 
impresses one with its solemn and 
funeral air. Its occupant, too, partakes 
of the hue of her surroundings, as with 
grave mien she ushers you into the 
room. 


Another room looks tawdy with tinsel 
and ornament, and glitters like a gin 
saloon. 
You do not feel at ease ia it, 
and you are relieved when you go away. 
The owner is mostlj' tinsel, too. 
There 
is no grace, no elegance, no comfort 
where she is. 


Once in a while we find the model 
room, the cheery, rosy, comfortable, 
yet orderly room. 
When you enter, 
the occupant gives you a greeting full 
of cordiality. 
Her room is clean, 
healthy, and artistic. 
We can scarcely 
imagine hers other than a healthy, 
cheerful, artistic mind. 
We stay a 
great while longer than we ought, per- 
haps, and depart with regret. 


We human beings are a sort of cham- 
eleons after all. 
Not only do our sur- 
roundings exhibit to some degree our 
taste and character, but these latter 
cannot help being influenced by our 
surroundings. 
The hi^e of our circum- 
stances is apt to be transmitted to our 
mental condition. 
If we would ciilti- 
vate orderly and systematic habits of 
labor, we must also cultivate orderly 
and systematic habits in other things 
as welL—Florel

Harry L. Leavitt is m y stage name, and t h e 
name 1 commonly go by, but Herman Levy ia 
m y real name. 
My home is in New York City, 
but I have been a resideni of Sionx City sino* 
Januarj-, 1886, opeizing the Standard Theater in 
February, 1866, as proprietor and manager. 
I 
am 33 years old, and I have long been connected 
with theaters. 
I arrived in Sioux City from a 
viiit East vrith my wife the Friday evening be- 
fore the killing of George C. Haddock. 
Up to 
Monday morning I had no conversation with 
any one in regard to t h e . injunction proceed- 
ings. but that morning I went to the 
Tribune 
office to see about putting an advertiarment in 
tüe paper about opening the theater, aud I or- 
dered an advertisement. 
In converdacion with 
Mr. Kelly and Mr. Hill I told them it was m y 
intention of opening the place and running it 
without selling liyuor, and I said to th, m that I 
believed I could make it pay. 
I had Joe Marka 
and Walter htrange come in and look at the 
place, and had about the same kind of talk with 
them, and toicl them I would not sell liquor. 
In 
the afternoon of Monday, Aug. 2, I was ap- 
proached on the street by Mr. Simonaon, and 
asked to join the Saloonkeepers' Association. 
He told me that the organization was for t h e 
purpose of protecting the saloonkeepere and 
employing a lawyer, and myself and Doc Dar- 
lington and Dan Moriarty went to the meet- 
ing in Holdenreid's hall t h a t night about 8:30, 
and joined the association. 
My utime was writ- 
ten on the iist by iYed Mtmchrath. 
I told him 
that us soon as it was necessary to use money 
to pay lawyers that I would pay the 
fee, 
and that I could not pay until after I should 
open m y place. 
Adelsheim then said he did 
not know why Simonson had called thia meet- 
ing unless it was for the purpose of making 
Leavitt a member, and as this was 
accom- 
plished he moved to adjourn. 
Louis Beizer sec- 
onded the motion, and tne meeting adjourned. 
On going out i r e d Münchrath and 
Simonson 
said to me wait a minute, until the crowd goeg 
down-stairs, as we have some more to talk over 
and we don't want to do so while people 
are 
aroimd who do not belong to the aaloonKeepera. 
So Fred Münchrath, George Treiber, bimonson, 
Louis Plath, and another man, whose name I 
have forgotten, but whom I can identify, who 
runs a hotel in Sioux City, and I were the ones 
who remained after the meeting had adjourned. 
George Treiber had whispered this thing about 
holding the meeting around to the members of 
the committee, as he said he had sc me mat- 
ters to tell which were private and not for out- 
siders.

I said, "Go on and 
bring the men up." Treiber told the fellows 
when they sot there ihat it was all fi.Ked wito 
the policemen. 
I went across the road emd sat 
down in front of Wescott's stable, talking to 
Tappan of the Lone Star liestar.rant. 
Messrs. 
^Valkcr and Wood came dov. n the stairs and 
thesu two men followed behind. 
I did not try 
to keep it secret, but said oi>i iily thp.t they were 
going to be lici^ed, then Walker and Wood start- 
ed on down toward the Hubbard House. 
As 
Wood and Walker passed them I stepped up to 
King aud WpJde^enug and, pointing to Walker, 
I said, "That's him," and walked across the 
street. 
King and Waldeverinq got up and fol- 
lowed them down to the Hubbard House. 


About 8 15 Tuesday night, Aug. 3. in front of 
the Sioux National Bauk, I met Fred Münch- 
rath, George Treiber, Louis Tlath, a saloon- 
keeper whose name 1 can not recall, and those 
two Dutchmen whom Treiber said were the 
men he had to do up W^ilker. 
They were talk- 
ing together and about Haddock and 
Turner 
going down to the Green , ille House. 
Theiber 
said: "Let us take a hack ami see what they 
are going to do."

Henry got out in front of

Greenville 
House; went in and asked if 
there had been a buggy over that way within 
the last hour. 
They said no. 
He got in and we 
came right back to town. 
At Junk's saloon we 
stopped. 
On the outside were the two Dutch- 
men who were hired by Treiber to whip Walker. 
John Arensdorf ci^me out of the saloou with us. 
and these two Dutchmen said to him, but loud 
enough for us all to hear: "The buggy has come 
back." Arensdorf said: "Lot us go ov^r and 
see." 
We—that 
is, 
Arensdorf, 
Münchrath, 
Treiber, Plath, Henry, myself 
and 
the two 
Dutchmen—started to po toward the stable. 
I 
dropped behind. 
I njot Harry Sherman and we 
followed on behind, aud Lange, the painter, waa 
following U9. I said to Sherman, "This will be 
another failure; they are 
all cowards; they 
have been going to do some slugging for two 
days aud no one bus been hurt yet." By that 
time we h .d pot close to^'etlier and were talk- 
ing, and Münchrath süid : "If you or your men 
are going ttj lick Haddock, tell him not to punch 
too hard, but hit luiii in the f^cu once or twice 
and give h m a blaclv eye ; that Will do, as wa 
don't want to go any farther than that." 
Trei- 
ber Si i 1: "That is right; we only want to give 
one of them a whipping. '' 


In that conversat on there were present John 
Arensdorf, Henry, the driver of the brewerj- de- 
livery wagon, George 
Tn i'ner, Louis 
Plath, 
Fred Münchrath, Harry t h e n n a n , myself, the 
t w o D u t c h m n whose names are unknown to 
me, but the same men Treiber had to whip 
'Walker, and a sa'oouko per in Sioux 
City, 
whose nama*I canuut now c ^ d i t i m i n d , 
but 
whom I can identify. Wo saw Haddock coming 
across Water street from the Cv lumbia House. 
No one s;i,id a word. 
J<hn Arensdorf started to- 
ward Hüddock and came up in front of Had- 
dock and looked him in the face. a':d threw up 
his hand in front of Haddock's face. 
Haddock 
pulled something from his pocket and struck 
Arens orf. I then saw Areusdorf draw his gun 
and saw him shoot Haddock. 
I saw nothing 
more of Arensdorf, 
Henry, the driver, started 
toward Arensdorf before the shot was flred. "We 
all left hurriedly after the shot was flred. 


The morning after the murder John Arens- 
dorf came to me while I was standing in front 
of Warlich's saloon and said to me, 
"How da 
you feel?" I said, "How do you fo^'l V" 
He did 
not answer, and said, "John. I think you did 
wrong." 
Ho said, "I thought Haddock waa 
pulling a gun on me, and in the excitement I 
shot; that is how it happened." 
Then he asked 
how many had seen it. 
I said they might have

He says, "Can I depend on you?" 
I replied. "Certainly." 
During the dav I told 
Warlich and Junk who shot Haddock. 
They 
said the less said a"' out it the better it will be. 
Afterwards I came on to Chicago and 
e n ^ g e d 
in my legitimato business, toopen at the Prin- 
cess Theatre, Mobile, Ala. 
Here Hill found 
me, as I had given him my address, 
I have 
made no concealment of my whereabouts, and 
have always been ready and willing to m a k e 
the proper party a full and complete disclosure 
of all my acts connected with th • Haddock 
murder and the conspirswjy to whip 
Walker 
whenever I could do so without receiving bodily 
injury and be legally protected in so doing. 


There is another matter I wish to refer to. 
About one week after the killing, John Arens- 
dorf came to mo in front of Warlich's saloon 
and said to m e : 
"Henry, the driver of t h e 
wagon, knows all about this, and I am thinking 
of sending 
him 
over into N'ebraska 
to his 
home." 
I said vou had better let him stay 
right here, you can't tell how the thing is com- 
ing out, and I won't I avo it that way. 
I was i n 
the court-room Satnrd.iy, July 31, and Monday 
and Tupi-dav aftevuoon.s at the Court House. 
Münchrath said that he had just been to J u n k 
and c< t the money and gave it to Cormony. H e 
said this in the presence of King, and Waldev- 
ring agreed to do it, and we separated. 
Münch- 
rath afterward gave mo a note to Cormeny to 
get S5J. 
I borrowed it.

Tially into fail designs tliat the usual 
sharp line of demarkation is almost ob- 
literated, 
says the 
Chicago 
Times. 
There exists a noticeable similarity be- 
tween late summer dress models and 
those designed for 
fall 
wear, and 
favorite colors and materials also re- 
main much the same. 
In other de- 
partments, as -vvell, the same fact at- 
tracts attention, and coarse straw hats 
and bonnets in dark shades will be 
worn much later than usual Ihis sea- 
son, with fall garniture of velvet and 
feathers in dark, rich colors." Then 
there are shown as high 
novelties 
bonnets of mixed straw and felt woven 
in plain, 
basket-lilce 
patterns, 
the 
straw braids runuing in one direction 
and the stripes of felt in the opposite. 
A novelty in the way of trimming con- 
sists of looj^s or bands of plain velvet, 
edged with single braids of 
sti'aw. 
These straw borders serve instead of 
wires in kcei)ing the velvet loops in 
position, and are ornamental as well. 
Velvet brims, puffed, plaited, and plain, 
are combined with straw crowns, and a 
very striking style of hat shows 
a 
broad velvet brim turned up flat and 
high against the left side of a tall crown, 
the brim across the front and right side 
being much narrower and gi-acefulh' 
rolling. 
This promises to be a favorite 
model, and is found generally becom- 
ing, as it fits the head well and close, 
and at the same time has suiJicient 
curve and sweej) to be graceful. 
The 
ganiiture of a hat in this shape is 
placed well to the front, and though 
usually standing erect is hardly so 
towering as formerly. Tlie intermixture

Among the new straw hats is one 
termed the cone.

among loops of velvet, which may be 
brown, matching the straw, or of pine 
green. 
A pretty contrast is afforded by 
the latter color, but of whichever color 
the loops are made the velvet facing on 
the narrow rolling brim should corre- 
spond. 
Close princesse bonnets and 
flaring hats seem to divide favor almost 
equally, and are side by side at every 
fashionable exhibition. 
Sailor-shaped 
hats are also popular ior general wear 
and tear, and may be worn well for- 
ward on the head or 
tipj^ed slightly 
back. 
The 
crowns 
are 
somewhat 
higher than the ordinary sailor crowns, 
and the brims proportionately broader. 
These are shown both in felt and straw, 
and the usual garniture consists of rib- 
bon loops, with perhaps a bird's wing 
or two set up among them. 
Heavy- 
corded ribbons are much used this fall, 
and together with 
numerous 
fancy 
styles have almost usurped the place so 
long occupied by plain satin and gros- 
grain ribbons. 
Striped i)lush, velvet, 
and Astrakhan ribbons are shown in 
bright colors, and there are some ef- 
fective brocades in silk and velvet, 
with shaggy wool or plain Astrakhan 
borders.

The lull text of his address and t w 
sentence is as follow^s: 


I am quita well nware that what you bmrm 
said, although addressed to me, has been said 
to the world; yet nottiing has been f>aid whioh 
•weakens the force of the proof or the couolo-' 
•ions therefrom upon which ti} 
verdict is 
based. 
You are ail men of iJsta'Hgence, and 
know that if the verdict stands it mast be exe- 
cuted. The reasons why it thall standlhavo 
already sutBcieutly stated in decidijg themo* 
tion for a new trial. 


I am 8orr>- beyond any power of expreasiott 
for your unhapny condition, and for the terribl* 
events that have bruugbt it about. 
1 shall ad~ 
dress to you neither repi-oaehes nor exhorta- 
tion. 
What I shall say shall be said in the 
faint hope that a few words from a plao* 
where the People of the State of Dinois haT* 
delegated the authority to declare the penalty 
of a violation of tbeir laws, and spoken upon 
an occasion so solemn and awful as this, m a y 
come to the knowledge of 
and 
be 
h e e ^ 
ed by tho ignorant, deluded, and misgoidsd 
men 
who have lititened 
to your 
counselM 
and followed your advice. I say in the f a i n t 
hope; for if men are iK-rsuaded that beoaosa 
of business ditferenccs, whether about labcr or 
anjrthing else, they may destroy propCTty and 
assault and beat othei: men, and kill tne police 
if they, in the dist^.rge of their duty, inter- 
fere to preserve tho peace, there is little ground 
to hope tl at thty will listen to any warning. 


It is not the least among the hardships Of the 
peaceable, li-ugiU, and laborious poor, to endure 
the tyranny of mobs v. ho, with lawless force, 
dictate to theui, under penalty of peril to limb 
and life, where, when, and upon what terms 
they may earn a livelibood for themselves and 
their families. 
Any government that is worthy 
of the name will strenuously cndeavorto secure 
to all within its juvisdietion free<iom to follow 
the lawful avoeations ami safety for their prop- 
erty and their persons, while obeying the law, 
and the law is common sense. It holds each 
man resiions.bl« for the natural and probable 
consequences of his own acts. It holds that 
whoe.er lulvise.s murder is himsslf guilty of 
the murder that i.s comnai'.t d pursuant to hia 
advice, aud if men band together for a forcible 
resistance to the execution of the law, and ad- 
vise murdf r as a means of making such resist- 
ance eiltctual, wbeTber sui h advice be to one 
man to murder another, or to a numerous class 
to mvr lermen of auotiier class, all who are so 
banded t >gether ai-e guilty of any mmder that 
is cominitt d in pursuance of such advice. 


The people of th.s cotmtry love their institu- 
tions. they love their homes, they love their 
property. They will never consent that, by vio- 
lonce and niu'xler, those institutions shall bo 
broken down, their homes desi>oiItd, and their 
yr perty destroyed. 
And the people are strong 
enough to protect and sustiin their institutions 
and t ) puui.sh all oiienders against their laws; 
and those who threaten danger to civil society, 
if ihe law is enforced, are leading to destruction 
wl:oover may attempt to execute such threats. 


Tho existing order of society can be changed 
only by the will of the majority. Each man 
has the full riyLt to entertain and advocate by 
speech and print auon opinions as suit himself, 
and the gresit bcdy ot the people will usually 
care little what ha says. But if he propose« 
murJi r as a means of enforcing, he puts hi® 
own life at &t.ike. And no clamor about free 
si)eech or the evils to be cured or tho wrongs to 
redressed will shield him from the conse- 
quences t f his crime. 
His liberty is not a li- 
cense to destroy. 
'Ihe toleration that he enjoys 
he must e.Ktend to others, and net arrogantljr 
assume that the {;reat majority are wrong and 
may riRhtfully be coerced by terror or removed 
by dynamite. 


It only remains that for the crime you have 
committed, and of v>rhich ypu have been convict- 
ed after a tr al »nexampied in the patience Mf ^ 
which an outraged people have extended 
every protection and privilege of the law which 
you derided and defied, that the sentence of that 
law be now given. 


In form and detail that sentence will appear 
upon the records of the court. In substance 
and efifect it is that the defendant Neebe be;im- 
prison' d in the State Penitentiary at Joliet at 
hard labor for the term of fifteen y ars. 


And that each of the other defendants, be- 
tween the hours of ton o'clock in the forenoon 
and two o'clock iu the afternoon of the third day 
of December next, in the maimer provided by 
the statute of tiiis State, be hung by the neck 
until he is dead. 
Remove the prisoners. 


C'apt. Black—Your Honor knows that we in- 
tend to take an appeal to the SupremA Court in 
behalf of all the defendants. I ask 
be a stay of execution in the case of Mr. Neebe 
until Dec. 3. 


Mr. Grinnell—If the court please, that is a 
matter that usually stands between ooansel fer 
the defendants and the State. Every pcwsible 
facility wiU be granted you, and no order oaa 
ix>ssibly be entered of record which would not 
be other but that will be allowed. 
Everything 
shall be granted you in that particular that 
good sense and propriety dictate. 


Capt. Black—That is sufficient. 
Instantly upon the pronouncement ot

sentence all was confusion. Every eye was 
turned upon the prisoners, who rose from their 
Be its as though from force of habit and without 
volition.

Tributes of Hon. J. L. Williams. 


The following is an extract from an 
article in the Herald and Presbyter of 
Cincinnati, written by the senior editor. 
Rev. Dr. Manfort, who says he had 
known Mr. Williams intimately for sixty 
years: 


In 1830 he joined the Presbyterian 
church, and was a ruling elder for over 
fifty years. He was ever a faithful 
Christian and liberal giver, not only in 
the church to which he belonged, but to 
the whole field. He was often a com- 
missioner to the general assembly, and 
served as trustee iu many public institu 
tions. He was a director of the McCor- 
mick seminary at his death, and had 
been a liberal supporter of it from its 
location in Chicago. 


Mr. Williams was a man of profound 
convictions, very tenacious of his opin- 
ions, and yet gentle, kind and courteous 
without exception. He loved the Pres 
byterian church, and gave his prayers 
and benefactions for its support. 
His 
zeal and personal infiaenca made him 
one of the most eminent and useful lay- 
men we Lave ever known. 


His wife, Susan Creighton, whom he 
married in Chillicothe nearly fifty years 
ago, survives him. Rev. Meade C. Wil- 
liams, D. D., pastor of the church at 
Princeton, 111., is their son.

Hon. Jesse L. Williams, who died at 
Fort Wayne last Saturday iu his 80th 
year, was a brotl er of Mrs. Dr. Men- 
denhall and of the late Achilles Williams 
of this city. He was one of the leading 
civil engineers of tbe country and as 
the chief engineer of the state was en- 
gaged in its great internal improvement 
schemes nearly half century ago. Later 
he became intcirested in building rail- 
roads and was mainly instrumental in 
securing all the earlier railroads at Fort 
Wayn". During Mr. Lincoln's admin- 
istration he was appointed government 
director of the Union Pacitic railroad. 
He 
was always 
one of the most 
eut6r})ri8ing and public spirited men 
of Fort Wayne, and contributed largely 
in every way to the upbuilding of that 
city. In all benevolent and moral move- 
ments he was always prominent and lib- 
eral in contributing means to their sup- 
port, as well as in personal efforts to ad- 
vance them. On subjects iu which he 
took an interest he was a voluminous 
writer, and upoQ all things connected 
with his profession was regarded as a 
standard authority. 
For many years he 
had been an elder of the Presbyterian 
church to which he was greatly devoted, 
spending time and money liberally to 
promote its interest. Few men have 
lived a more active and useful life or ac- 
complished more good among men. 
He 
acquired a large fortune by honest efi'ort 
and honest dealings with all with whom 
he was associated, and dies honored and 
esteemed by all who knew him. 
He 
leaves a widow and three sons.

him is something frightful. He knows 
of specific cases in which the statistics 
of a small number of lives have been 
such as to indicate certain death as his 
portion. 
He knows that within the last 
live months the death rate among the 
chief resident officials of the canal 
company has been more than S'S per 
cent., a mortality which, if extended to 
ail classes of the community, would ex- 
terminate every man, woman, and child 
on the ithsmus in six months. 
He 
knows, perhaps, that on the first of last 
October thirty Italians arrived at Colon 
under agreement to serve the Société 
des Travaux Publiques et Consti uctions 
de Paris as foremen; that of these 
twenty-nine were in perfect health and 
robust condition, and the remaining 
one only suffering from debility caused 
by excessive sea-sickness; that they 
were at once sent to the Enterprise 
d'Emperador, where they were excel- 
lently housed and had every advantage 
of medical attendance ; that on the 
23d day of the same month only 
five of them survived—a death x-ate 
which, if it were universal, would depop- 
ulate the earth in less than a month. 
He knows, it is true, of one man who 
lived on the isthmus nineteen years, 
and who is still in good health. 
But 
he knows, too, of men who have lived 
there for ten and fifteen years, and 
then died after only four or five days 
illness. 
All this is perplexing. 
But 
he is the more perplexed when he stops 
to consider that m the instance of the 
five chief officials out of six, and the 
twenty-five Italian 
foremen out of 
thirty, the mortality was not from a 
contagion, was not even from a uniform 
infection. 
One man died of a common 
remittent maleria fever, another of the 
most virulent type o5 yellow fever, 
another one of a biliouB fever of an in- 
distinct character, a fourth of acute 
Bright's disease follov/ing a success- 
fully resisted case of yellow fever.

In a recent competition to decide the "all 
round" athletic championship of America, 
Malcolm W. Ford carried off the honors for 
the second time against a field of acknowl- 
edged ability. 
A summary of his i)erform- 
ances on that occasion are as follows: 


He ran 100 yards in 10 2-5 seconds; a quarter 
of a mile in 54 1-5 seconds; 120 yards, over 10 
hurdles 3 feet 6 
inches high, in just 
over 17 
seconds; 
thi-ew a oiVpound 
weight 19 feet 
inches; 
clearetl 
5 
feet 5% inches in a 
high jump; put a 
ICj-pound shot from 
the shoulder 30 feet 
inches; vaulted 
with a pole 9 feet 3 
inches; threw a 16- 
pound hammer 76 
feet 3 inches, and 
MALCOLM w. FORD. 
cleared 20 feet 10 
inches in the broad jump. 
The competition 
was decided by allowing five points to the 
winner of a single event, three points to 
second man and one point to third man. 
Mr. 
Ford secured 41 points in nine competitions, 
and being thus assured of the championship 
did not compete in the two other events. 


Unlike many other famous athletes, Mr. 
Ford has not a long string of broken records 
to bis credit, but his performances have all 
been worthy of recognition. 
But his stand- 
ing jump, without weights, in which he 
cleared 10 feet 
inches, has never been ap- 
proached by an amateur. His feat of cleartng 
34 feet 
inches in three standing jumps is 
also the best on record in the world for an 
amateur. 
In vaulting with one hand on a 
bar he has cleared 
feet 3% inches, a feat 
never equaled.

advantage in the hold-over Senator's, and 
we will hold our own in the other districts." 
"Who will succeed him?" 
**That I cannot say, as the legislative 
nominations are not fully made, and many 
of those that are have no indi\-idual choice. 
The man selected will be a Democrat; that 
is as far as I can safely prophesy just now." 
"How about the State ticket?" 
" I think we will cairy the State. Indiana 
is a doubtful State. 
In off years we usu- 
ally run about ten to twelve thousand ma- 
jority, but in a Presidenliul year we drop to 
about six thousand on a heavy vote." 


"How is the Blaine sentiment in Indi- 
ana?" 


"The Indiana Kepublicans are not for 
Blaine. 
For a man who is credited with 
political sagacity, and has had so much 
prominence, he made a worse mess 
of 
things in our State than is generally known. 
For instance, a man who brings suit for 
slander against himself and wife and then 
withdraws the suit and pays tlie costs must 
either have very little sense himself or have 
acted on the general supposition that the 
people of ihe United Stales have no sense. 
He brought suit with a great flouri-h of 
trumpets. 
Everj' Blaine man in Indiana, 
and, I presume, in the United States, took 
joy and encouragement from this bold stand 
in defense of himself against an allegt^d 
youthful smirch, and he was expected to 
set at rest this old relic of the tight against 
him in 1880. 
Now, what was the 
result? 
The suit was permitted to drag along. 
In 
the meantime, I undorstand, the snppo-ed 
libelers gathered many additional 
facts 
whicli made a lively story, and were only 
too anxious to have Mr. Elaine and his 
consel come on. 
After much delay Mr. 
Blaine did come on with his letter, con- 
ceding sufficient eccentricities in the mat- 
ter charged to let the bottom out of his 
case." 


"This might furnish additional campaigu 
reading later?" 


"I don't know about that. 
The jiarties 
will exercise their own jud^nncnt. 
Wlu-n 
Senator Harrison was dir. cied by Mr. iîlainc 
to withdraw the suit, it was tallted around 
that it was on the gioundof Mr. Blaine's 
own asseruon that he could not get justice 
in the court. 
That was the worst pica he 
could have made, and showed up the liol- 
lowne^s of his pretensions of innocence. 
Why, the case was before a Federal court. 
Judue Wood, in whose court il was to be 
tried, is a Ilepublican of the most pro- 
nounced views. 
The District Attorney was 
a Kepublican-, the Jury Commissiontr was 
a Eepublicau, and the inference is that it 
was a made-up jury. 
In fact, everybody 
about the court was a Republican.

flection on the court, that Mr. Blaine based 
his withdrawal on the ground of inability to 
git justice, made Judge Wood 
furious. 
When Senator Harrison asked to withdraw 
the case, Judge Wood said: 'You <'.iui with- 
draw the case—that you have a right to do; 
but at the request of your client yo:i cannot 
impugn the honor of this court.' 
He inti- 
mated that if that claim were set up he 
would tine his client, Mr. Blaine, for con- 
^tep^i of coTui. 
The whole affair turned 
iTdt such a complete farce that a narrative 
of the facts as thty were, in a campai JU. 
would only add to the multitude of grounds 
why Mr. Blaine is not tit to be trusted with 
the vast responsibilities of the executive 
office of this great nation. " 


'"He has many admirers." 
"Yes—deluded admirei-s. But mark this; 
The Kepublican party, being out of power, 
have too much sagacity to nominate him 
again. 
For the interest of the Democratic 
party I hope they may. 
We will then put 
the finishing stroke to the Republican party 
with sach effectiveness tnat you will never 
hear of it in power again as long as the 
Democratic party continues its present wise 
and sagacious policy. 
The

not ag.iin poil the outside vote. 
Then 
there is the stalwart and mugwump oppo- 
sition, which will be greater. 
Give us 
Blaine and we will show you what Cleve- 
land can do in the second heat." 


"Then you look for Cleveland's renom- 
ination?" 


" I do. There was considemble talk about 
discontent among our people. 
1 hastened 
back to Indiana and remained there attend- 
ing the convention. 
It was charged that 
he had crossed the dead line and that party 
traditions and expectations had been vio- 
lated and ignored. I verj-carefully sounded 
the convention on that subject and found 
the greatest enthusiasm for the President. 
There may have been dissatisfaction in the 
heginning, because the far-seeing 
policy 
« f the President was not fully appreciated. 
I t was a new departure from old-time party 
methods, but the party novv yields to 
the 
superior wisdom of the President's i>olicy 
and is willing to be led by it. 
Mr. Cleve- 
land will be renominated and will bo re- 
elected."

"Whenever the master waved a pnpil 
from the stool and took his place at the 
piano to illustrate a passage, a sndden 
hnsh fell on the assembly; the stmg- 
glers whispering and langhing over in 
corner stopped their chatting and 
joined the group of eager listeners, 
standing closely about the performer, 
and concealing him from view, says a 
writer in the September 
Century. 


Those were moments of hopeful ex- 
pectancy. 
How.hard every one was 
wishing that he would play it all. 


Sometimes it would be only a few 
measures, again a page or two, then he 
would stop abruptly. A score of happy 
faces grew long with disappointment, 
though all were grateful for even these 
fragmentary deliglits; but when the 
master deigned to perform an entire 
piece, the favor was regai'ded as a 
special act of Providence, £ s Liszt has 
long since ceased playing in public, and 
given up daily practice, one would na- 
turally suppose at his age (he was born 
Oot. 22, 1841) that his fingers have lost 
much of their skill. 


Unquestionably there are moments 
when a failing in his technical powers 
is perceptible, and the master is alto- 
gether too clever to play more than a 
few measures when forced to realize 
this; but there are hours when he 
seems rejuvenated, and in full posses- 
sion of the old-time vigor. 
Then his 
plajing overwhelms by its majesty and 
passion, dazzles by its 
sparkle aud 
brilliancy, animates by its light play- 
fulness, or excites the deeper emotions 
by its tenderness and 
pathos. 
No 
pianist has ever so successfully worked 
upon the different feelings of his audi- 
tors. 


WTiatever his mood, he compels one 
to feel with him. By force of his irresist- 
ible personality he fascinates and con- 
quers without putting forth an effort. 
His playing is like the man himself As 
he sits at the piano or listens to a 
worthy composition, his face mirrors 
the feelings of tho inner self. 
A deaf 
person could learn tho character of the 
work performed, and of the perform- 
ance too, merely by watching Lizst's 
face. 
Added to his natural qualifica- 
tions is the ripeness of knowledge 
grown of such an experience as liis has 


Aside from the pleasure of having 
heard him play, the privilege of attend- 
ing his class is exceedingly valuable to 
a young jnu.sician, as the master's in- 
terpretation of any composition is ac- 
ceiDted as unniiestionably 
authentic. 
His suggestions and instructions are 
treasured up among those rare things 
that stand out in relief from the expe- 
riences of a lifetime. 
Few arc granted 
his boon, as Liszt has never accepted a 
penny for lessons, and can cull at pleas- 
ure from the. many that seek his in- 
struction. 


The Spites of Kings. 


The hatred borne by Queen Louise, 
of Prussia to 
Napoleon 
ultimately 
affected all European history, as did, 
in a less degree, tho personal dislike 
between 
Napoleon and 
Bernadolte, 
afterward lüiig of Sweden. The policy 
of Kussia was deflected for years by 
the dislike of the Emperor Nicholas 
for Louis Phillippe; and the Crimean 
War miglit never have occiirred but 
that Sir Stratford Canning burned to 
punish the same Emperor for refusing 
to receive him as Ambassador, a refusal 
which "the great Eltchee" regarded as 
a slight, and kept in his memory for 
years. 
A second war between Ger- 
many and Frail' !' was averted in part 
through the strong friendship between 
the Emperor "William and his nepheAV, 
Alexander 11.; and the dislike of Pnnce 
Bismarck for Mr. Gladstone is said, 
perhaps falsely, to have repeatedly in- 
fluenced his policy. 
At this moment 
the peace of Eastern Europe is believed 
to be seriously 
threatened because 
Alexander HI. entertains what in a less 
exalted person would be called a per- 
sonal spite against his Bulgarian name- 
sake, and is determined that he shall 
not get on in the world, and would 
like, if he saw the means, to inflict on 
him.some keenly felt personal humilia- 
tion. 
In truth, "if all the world" is 
right, 
personal likings and 
dislikes 
affect the fate of nations almost as 
much as they ever did, and in certain 
circumstances as much as any other 
single cause.—I'he 
Spectator.

Four concerts succeeding aggregate 
S54,988,81. 
The book contains entries 
for concerts in all large cities of the 
Union and Havana. 
Such items as the 
following are jdeasantly 
suggestive; 
Paid Jenny Lind, $5,000; paid Jenny 
Lind $3,000, $8,000, $2,000, $1,000. 
Paid Le Grand Smith, traveling-agent, 
S300, $500, $150. 
The minutest trans- 
actions in which cash was a considera- 
tion are written in full. 
The account 
closes with the ninety-third concert, 
after which Jenny Lind sang under her 
own management. Mr. Barnum's credit 
side in the book shows an aggregate of 
$714,000.—Day

JAMES P. STANTON, ei-Detective and Liea- 
tenant of the Municipal Police Force of Chica- 
go, and the hero of tho great Haymarket 
massacre, in which he sustained eleven ter- 
rible wounds while leading his platoon to 
action, has been prominently known in official 
circles for many years, and is one of the most 
energetic and intelligent members of the de- 
gartment 
Lioutonaat Stanton is a native of 


ingland, and was bom in Birmingham, the 
son of John and Winifred Stanton, March 25, 
1644, where his father was a well-known book- 
binder. In IHíUÍ the latter visited Chicago, 
and, February 25, 1850. removed hia family to 
this city, where for eignt years the son worked 
at tne trade of glazier and painter. 
Ât 
the 
breaking 
out 
of 
the 
war of 
the 
rebellion he pursued that line of industry un- 
der the employ of the Government, being 
stationed at Vicksburg and along the Missis- 
Bippi Kiver. 
July 28, 1864, he enlisted in tho 
United States navy at Philadelphia, and re- 
mained in the service for over three years, 
being mustered out Aug. 20, 1867. 
He waa on 
the new Ironsides at both attacks on Fort 
Fisher, was wounded at Norfolk, and served 
also on the Chicopee and Marblehead. 


On leaving the service Lieutenant Stanton 
rcmaine-l in Philadelphia for a short time, but 
later returned to Chicago and joined hia father 
m business. 
In 18(5l> ho became a member of 
the police força, and was stationed at the 
armory for two years, rrsigning in 1871, en- 
gaging in business untd 18(o, aud then being 
e ected, lor a term of four years, as W'est 
Town Constabla 
In 1878 he again joined tho 
polico forcp, 
served 
sixty 
days' 
proba- 
tion 
at

was

aud then, after a moat brilliant 
serios of detective exploits, was mado .Ser- 
geant, and later promoted to a lieutenancy at 
ilia present important post of duty.

Stanton was married at the early age of six- 
teen years, Oct. 28, 1860, to Miss Mary Mur- 
phy, the daughter of an old and esteemed rea- 
ideüt (if Chicaf^o. 
They have seven iiitere-^t- 
ing children, named Mary, John, Winifred, 
Ellen, George, Agnes, and Frank 
Stanton.

I was taken 
to the field hospital of the brigade, and my 
Captain at once called to see me. I wanted 
betier nursiug, and asked him to detail a 
man from the company. 
He sent Lyman. 
I then knew it was sympathy more than all 
else that I wanted. I was sighing for 
home, mother and Nellie, aud to look in a 
face I had known in the dear old village 
was a tonic to me. 


Aud how tender, how womanly he was. 
How we gi-ew to know and love each other. 
Often as in my weakness I would moan for 
Lome, he would lay his face against mine 
and say, "Fred, don't! I'm here," and thus 
try to cheer me; and I, throwing my arms 
around his neck, would beg him to talk of 
home, of motaer, of my Nellie and his 
Chloe, for I soon learned of the hidden 
and unspoken love he held for her. 
Then 
he would read over and over again letters 
I received from loved ones, and would BO 
patiently write for me. O sad, precious 
four weeks in my life they were. 
Then 
came the breaking up of the hospital, and 
I was sent to \\ ashington. Sad but full 
of promise for the future was our parting. 
Convalescing, I had a furlough home. 
Nell and I were married. I had several 
mouths then on court-martial service, aud 
was aid on the stall' of the Department 
Commander, when, in response to the re- 
peated and urgent request of the Colonel, 
I was ordered to join my regiment before 
Richmond. There had been but little 
communication between me and the boys 
meanwhile, and I had hoped to find Lyman 
wearing at least a second lieutenant's strap, 
that thus the discipline of the service 
might interpose no bairier to our intimacy. 
The comparison of my ideal with the real 
caused me to tremble with emotion. 


All this was passing in my mind when a 
rap upon my tent called my attention. 
"Come in," said I, and the Sergeant en- 
tered, saying respectfully, as he touched 
his cap: 


"Captain, your man is outside." 
"Let him come in, and you retire," I 
said. 


He entered sullenly. I motioned him to 
a seal on the camp stool, dropped the flap 
of my tent, and again seating myself at my 
improvised table of empty hard-tack boxes, 
npon which my candle was burning, I 
dropped my head in my heads and shook 
with emotion. It was some time before I 
could think, even so little, and I did not 
think. It was the overmastering force of a 
great passion that moved me involuntarily 
upon my feet, and turning to him with the 
one word, "Lyman," I seated myself across 
his knees, threw my arms about his neck, 
and burst into sobs. 


I felt a tremor pass through his frame, 
then there was a resistance, like a strong 
will beating back a flood; this giving way 
he grasped me convulsively and murmured 
"Fred," and wept with me. There was a 
long, sacred silence, broken at last by his 
saying, "Fred, do you care so much for 
me?"

There was never a better soldier after 
that than Lj'man. The company never 
knew the bright charm that redeemed him, 
but they all grew to love aud respect him, 
aud when I called him from the ranks one 
roll-call to fasten a pair of corporal's 
chevrons on bis arms they cheered us both. 
And I never did a more popular thing 
among them than when I gave him a ser- 
geant's warrant. 


Ofien after the camp got quiet at night 
we had our hours of sweet communion, 
and, by a woman's tact, Nelly had got Ly- 
man ajid Chloe into coiTespondence, aud 
he had her love now to hold him to the 
right. 


On every march and in every sk rmish 
he was my closest companion, and I was 
anxious for the time when he could carry a 
sword by my side. 


The winter soon passed, and that terrible 
spring of 18(34 came upon us with those 
horrible battles of the Wilderness. We 
were through them all. Lyman was the 
bravest of the brave, standing closely as 
ever at my side, winning encomiums from 
regimental and slatf officers, and never was 
I happier than when one May day I pre- 
sented him his commission as my Second 
Lieutenant. 
Now we were tent mates and 
bed-fellows. 
Skirmish and disease lessen- 
ed our officers, and not Ion,' after came his 
commission as First Lieutenant and mine 
as Major. But still my duties allowed me 
to be much with him. 


As we entered Richmond he won the 
other bar, and sitting in my tent one even- 
ing in that suffcrin captured city, I placed 
upon his shoulders the straps I had worn as 
Captain, the same ones upon which his 
head rested when he said,upon that memor- 
able occasion: "Fred, do you care so much 
for me?" I felt as though then my task to 
country and for him was done. Love had 
redeemed him and given him back all he 
had lost. In a closer embrace ihan ever, 
we thought of peace and home. 


A few weeks later, when the 
th Cou- 


necticut Volunteers marched through the 
streets of Hartford with tattered banners 
and depleted ranks, among the faces tear- 
bedewed to welcome us were Nellie and 
Chloe with each other. We four went home 
together, and before his uniform was laid 
away there was a marriage in mother's old 
home. 


It is eighteen years since then, and I am 
now only forty. We were mere boys then. 
An honored citizen, a loving husband and 
father became my comrade. 
Waiting at 
the station at Worcester two days ago, I 
met one of the boys of the old company. I 
had not heard from Lyman iu two years, 
for I have been traveling South and West, 
so I asked for him. 


"Promoted," was the answer. The Grand 
Army post will carry another wreath to the 
cemetery next Decoration Day. 


Moving the Confederate Treasury. 


The following bit of interesting history 
we tind in the Southern Bivouac, contrib- 
uted by Gen. Duke: 


It was determined that we should resume 
our march that night for Washington, Ga., 
one or two days' march distant, and orders 
were issued by General Breckinridge that 
we move at midnight. 


About ten o'clock I received a message 
from General Breckinridge that he desired 
to see me immediately. 1 went to his quar- 
ters. and he informed me that the Treasury, 
which had been brought from Richmond, 
was at the railroad depot, and that it was 
necessary to provide for its removal and 
; transportation. He instructed me to pro- 
j cure a sutticient number of wagons to re- 
j move it, and to detail a guard of fifty men 
I under a field officer for its protection. He 
further informed me that there was be- 
tween five and six hundred thousand dol- 
lars in specie—he did not know the exact 
amount—the greater part gold. I must, he 
said, personally superintend its transfer 
from the cars to the wagons. This was not 
a very agreeable duty. I represented that 
if no one knew just what sum of money 
j was there, it was rather an unpleasant re- 
i sponsibility to impose outhe party who was 
to take charge of it. I would have no op- 
portunity to count it, nor possible means of 
ascertaining whether the entire amount was 
turned over to me. He responded that all 
that had been considered, and bade me 
proceed to obey the order. I detailed fifty 
l)icked men as guard, and put them under 
command of Colonel Theophilus Steele 
and four of my best subalterns. 
I ob- 
tained six wagons, and, proceeding to the 
depot, began at once the task of removing 
the treasure. 


It was in charge of some of the former 
Treasury clerks, and was packed in money 
belts, shot bags, a few small iron chests, 
and all sorts of boxes, some of them of the 
frailest description. In this shape I found 
it loaded in open box-cars. I stationed 
sentries at the doors, and rummaging 
through the cars by the faint light of a few 
tallow candles gathered up all that was 
shown me, or tiiat I could tind.

i more than an horn- was consumed in mak- 
j ing the transfer from the cars to the wagons, 
! and after the latter had been started off 
I and bad gotten half a mile away, Lieuten- 
! ant John B. Cole, one of the officers of 
j the guard, rode up to me with a pine box, 
j which may have held two or three tliousand 
I dollars of gold, ou the pommel of his sad- 
i die. He had remained after the others 
i had left, and ferreting about in a car which 
I we thought we had thoroughly searched 
I had discovered this box stuck in a

We concluded to return to camp without 
boiTowing the cattle, for fear the Johnnies 
might take some turn on us and borrow 
some of us. 


We* reached camp all right, and what 
wondorful feats we had perio.med! We 
had put the whole army to flight, and capt- 
ured a Confederate horse buyer, and I need 
not lell you that there was plenty of Con- 
federate States money in camp for a few 
davs.

I am immensely pleased with yotir war 
stories, both North and South, and at this 
writing only seek to remind you that to 
give a complete picture of army life and 
duty, fatigue duty is as necessary as any. 
In every feature of enjoyment or service 
there is the "fatigue" work to be performed 
by somebody. In camp life somebody had 
to cut and carry or look after the transpor- 
tation of fuel as well as forage. 


To a fatigue wood-cutting party of one 
hundred men but fifty axes were allotted— 
dividing the company into cutters and car- 
riers. 
Two logs, such as a man could 
carry, were reckoned a good forenoon's 
work; so it may easily be seen that our duty 
was not so very fatiguing, after all. Upon 
such occasions soldiers who really had an 
antipathy for labor would remain out on 
fatigue duty all day without doing a stroke 
of work. 


I recollect one honest, hard-working 
Dutchman, who had no such antipathy for 
work, went with us one day. He went to 
work as if he enjoyed it. He said: 


"Now, come, poys; pitch right in. So 
suner mer pegun so suner mer dun," all 
the time doing his best and the sweat roll- 
ing down his lace. 


One of the boys looking at him said, 
"See that d 
d fool sweat." 


A corporal standing by said, "If I catch 
you sweating again, sir, I'll put you under 
arrest." 


The Dutchman retorted, "Veil, ef dat ish 
all vun gets for vorking to be called a tam 
fale und threatened mit arrest, I no more 
vurks den enny of j'ou. I no tam fule." 


He kept his word and was never seen to 
labor afterward. 


One day we were building a corduroy 
through a swamp. It was about half rain- 
ing, and I took a notion to sit in a pine tree 
top and sing;

close. The busy brain, the warm heart 
and the active body no more obey the 
behests of the indomitable will. 
A 
great and good man, distinguished in 
his day among his fellow men in every 
sphere of his honorable and useful ac- 
tivity, and a devoted servant of God 
has gone to his rest. 


Perhaps there never was a time be- 
fore when people lived so much in the 
present as this time, in this country of 
ours. We think little of what happen- 
ed yesterday, but we are all intent up- 
on what is happening to-day. It is the 
age of the daily newspaper. The com- 
ing generation crowds the passing one 
oft the stage of action without asking 
what it has done, and tlie measure of a 
man is what he is, not what he has 
been. But to know one, who having 
passed the three score years and ten of 
the Tsalmist, had touched the ultimate 
goal of four score years, and for whom 
the "strength" of the added years by 
reason of informity, was in great part 
what the Psalmist describes as "labor 
and sorrow," we need to go back and 
look at the man in the strength of his 
manhoud and full possession of his 
mental and physical powers. 


Jesse L. Williams was a name well 
known thirty, forty, and even fifty years 
ago, to a generation that has passed 
away. For him there was no hesitat- 
ing pause between boyhood and man- 
hood. As soon as he began to think 
and before he w ^ grown up, he threw 
himself into his"ife work, and at an 
age when other young men are still 
wondering what they shall do for 
living, he had become master of his 
chosen profession, and the honors of 
recognized integrity and ability in it 
had begun to fall upon him. 


With undiminished intensity and 
energy, and with tireless industry, he 
went on "doing with his might what 
his hands found to do" till, unawares 
to himself, the hard-driven machinery 
of brain and body began to fail, being 
literally worn out. 
He did not com- 
prehend it. 
He knew not why he 
should not do as he had always done. 
It fretted him to think he could not. 
In the grasp of the infirmities of age he 
was like a chained giant. To the last 
he struggled to be free. 
Though the 
regulating powers had failed, vital 
force, derived from a long-lived ances- 
try, remained, and the imperious will 
attempted to drive on the machinery 
of whose workings he has lost control, 
and never gave up till the sleep of 
death overtook him. 


During this period of his decline a 
generation of young men have entered 
active life who do not know him. Let 
me attempt to give you an introduction 
to him. 
He was a large man, and you 
cannot become acquainted with him in 
a moment. 


Having been closely identified with 
the early public improvements in the 
states of Ohio and Indiana, and after- 
wards with great railway enterprises, 
the record of his life in these connec- 
tions long since passed into print and 
became a part of the history of the 
country. In the brief time appropriated 
to this service I shall not undertake 
more than a rapid glance at the written 
story of his public career, and this 
principally in order to give an intelli- 
gible presentation of his religious life 
and character, without which any por- 
traiture of him would be not only one- 
sided, but essentially and radically 
defective. 


Jesse Lynch Williams was born m 
Stokes county. North Carolina, May 6, 
1807, being the youngest son of Jesse 
and Sarah T. Williams, members of the 
Society of Friends, with a Quaker an- 
cestry behind them reaching back to 
England. 
Desiring to change their 
home to the free states, in 1814 his par- 
ents emigrated to Cincinnati, Ohio, 
whence, after a brief residence, they 
removed to a farm near Richmond, 
Wayne county, Ind., where the rest of 
his boyhood, until he was seventeen 
years of age, was spent, working on his 
father's farm and attending the schools 
of the neighborhood, as opportunity 
permitted. 


It was before the time of railroads. 
All this magnificent interior of our 
country was new. 
The era of canals 
was dawning; and in our advanced 
stage of material progress and day of 
railroads, it is difficult, if not impossi- 
ble, for us to imagine the interest elic- 
ited and the energy and spirit of public 
exhibited in devising and 
enterprise 
undertaking to execute the herculean 
task of uniting the river systems of the 
coimtryf iuid the ocean and the great 
waterways of 


of civil engineering, and in 1824, at the 
age of seventeen, left his father's farm 
and carried the chain under Samuel 
Forrer, in the first survey of the Miami 
and Erie canal, from the city of Cin- 
cinnati to the Maumee Bay, which line 
for half its length then lay through an 
unbroken wilderness. 
Applying him- 
self with enthusiastic diligence and in- 
dustry to the mastery of the science 
while he practiced the art of his profes- 
sion, such was his rapid advancement 
that in three years, in the final con- 
struction of the work, he was given 
charge as assistant of one of its most 
difficult sections. 
In the spring of 
1828, David S. Bates, the chief engineer 
of Ohio, recognizing his integrity and 
abilities, appointed him to take charge 
of the final location of the canal from 
Licking Summit, near Newark, to Chil- 
licothe, and, after the line was located 
and placed under contract, the con- 
struction between Circleville and a 
point south of Chillicothe was commit- 
ted to his supervision. 


Meantime Indiana had begun to fol- 
low Ohio in the spirit of public im- 
provements, and had conceived the 
project of a canal to connect Lake Erie 
with the navigable waters of the Wa- 
bash river. 
While Ohio was calling 
him to other positions of honor and re- 
sponsibility, the Indiana canal board of 
commissioners attracted by the rising 
fame of the young engineer, appointed 
him to take charge, as chief engineer, 
of the location and construction of the 
Wabash and Erie canal, which appoint- 
ment being accepted, brought Mr. 
Williams, in 1832, to Fort Wayne. 
Having been married November 15, 
the preceding year, to Susan Creighton, 
daughter of Hon. William Creignton, 
of Chillicothe, he brought with him 
his young wife, who now, with three 
sons, Edward P., the Rev. Dr. Meade 
C. and Henry M., survives him. And 
this has been his home ever since, al- 
though his public duties, between 1835 
and 1842, necessitated a temporary res- 
idence in Indianapolis. 
Mr. Williams 
soon had other responsibilities placed 
upon him by the state in addition to 
the one which called him from Ohio. 
In 1834 he was appointed with William 
Gooding, as associate engineer, to sur- 
vey the White Water valley, with a 
view to the construction of a canal 
through that valley to Lawrenceburg, 
on the Ohio. The next year, the state 
legislature having passed an act au- 
thorizing the making of surveys and 
estimates for canals and railroads in 
almost every part of the state, and the 
several surveys of new canals being 
placed under his general supervision, 
his professional duties became exceed- 
ingly diversified and laborious; but to 
him they were intensely interesting. 
He was never more happy than when 
worked up to the measure of his ca- 
pacity. 


His wonderful energy now showed 
itself: A single exploring party, en- 
gaged under his directions, in ascer- 
taining in advance of the surveyors, 
and for their guidance, the relative 
heights of various summits, and of the 
water courses for the supply of the 
canals, ran accurately a continuous 
line of levels »501) miles' in extent, be- 
tween early spring and the succeeding 
autumn. And when the legislature 
met in December, 1835. more than oOl) 
miles of definite location of canal lines 
with estimates thereof, were reported 
to that body by the engineers under 
his cllarge, the whole having received 
his personal attention. In January, 
1836, he was appointed chief engineer 
of all the canals in the state, including 
the Wabash and Erie. The next year, 
in addition to this, he was made chief 
engineer also of all the railroads in the 
state. His supervision then embraced 
more than l,3uO miles of public works. 
The general principles of every survey 
and location, the plans of every im- 
portant structure and the letting of all 
contracts, came in their order under 
his supervision. The means of travel 
was by horseback through forests and 
swamps. It was computed by some 
persons, at that time, that during three 
months in 1838 he traveled, mainly on 
horseback, in the discharge of his pub- 
lic duties 3,000 miles. 
He continued 
his multifarious and arduous labors as 
state enginet'r till 1842, when the state, 
from lack of ability to complete them, 
was compelled to cease its work of 
public improvements. 


From that time till 1847 he was occu- 
pied in mercantile and manufacturing 
pursuits in Fort Wayne. 
Then the 
Wabash and Erie canal was finished by 
him. 


In 1854 he was appointed chief engi- 
neer of the Fort Wayne and Chicago 
railroad. In 18(54 he was appointed by 
President Lincoln a director of the 
Union Pacific railroad and was reap- 
pointed every year till the work was 
finished in 1869, receiving commissions 
from three different presidents; and 
was an active and efficient member of 
the standing committee on the location 
of the road. 


January 19,1869, he was appointed 
receiver of the Grand Rapids and In- 
diana railroad by the United States 
court for the western district of Michi- 
gan, and, by his willingness to accept a 
heavy responsibility, by his capacity 
and energy, saved the enterprise from 
ruinous failure; after which, by further 
orders of the court, he was authorized 
and directed to build and put in run- 
ning order the entire remainder of the 
line, a distance of 200 miles. In addi- 
tion to the duties and responsibilities 
of the financial trust placed in his 
hands, he also had professional char; 
of the work as directing engineer. 
October he resigned his position as 
government director of the Union Pa- 
cific and gave his whole attention to 
the Grand Rapids road, pushing the 
work at a rate of progress which is said 
never to have been equalled in railroad 
building, except on the Pacific roads. 
In 1871 he was selected as chief engi- 
neer to complete the Cincinnati, Rich- 
mond and Fort Wajme railroad, the 
last link of sixty miles in length, to 
connect Cincinnati through the Grand 
Rapids road with the Micliigan pineries 
and the straits of Macinac. This was 
his last public work, and in 1876, by the 
sale of the Wabash and Erie canal, his 
official connection with that work 
ceased. 


Mr. Williams' professional life had 
covered a period of fifty years. 
He 
lived to witness, and he always paused 
in deep thought after saying it, the 
growth, maturity and decline of the 
canal system, which enlisted his earliest 
interest and enthusiasm. 


The day of railroads following close 
upon that of canals soon superseded it, 
but, always abreast with advancing 
improvements, he turned readily from 
the one to the other. 


But the published record of his deeds 
in the lines I have indicated tells of 
only part |0f his life, and does not re- 
veal its inner sanctuary, or show us 
the roots of his character and the gov- 
erning motives of his activity. 


During all this time, from 1830, not- 
withstanding his hands were so full of 
secular business, he was an intelligent, 
wise, earnest, actiye and efficient pro- 
moter of Ghnstiaiiity and christian In- 
stittttioiis.

tages of religious mee 
reading. And in his earlier years he 
frequently experienced "the strivings 
of the spirit," by which he was con- 
vinced of his sin and the necessity of 
amenament of hfe. But when he left 
home at seventeen he was in the course 
of business separated from religious 
infiuences; nearly all his associates 
were thoughtless and irreligious, and 
for a period of seven vears he also was 
thoughtless about religion and indiffer- 
ent to his eternal interests. He some- 
times attended church, but never with 
any expectation of benefit. Of this 
period he writes: "I had, through the 
restraining grace of God, been preserv- 
ed from most of the prevalent vices of 
the day and had sustained in the eyes 
of men a tolerably good moral charac- 
ter; yet, I believe there are few sinners 
whose hearts, in the sight of God, are 
more corrupt and rebellious than mine 
was. 
It is true that I was not a 
gambler, nor a drunkard, nor very pro- 
fane in conversation, yet it was not 
from any fear of God or love to Him 
that I avoided these vices. 
It was 
from motives purely selfish." And he 
adds here: "It would be well for those 
who expect to be saved in consequence 
of their morality to look into their own 
hearts and ascertain by what motives 
their conduct is regulated; whether it 
proceeds from a love or fear of their 
Creator, and whether they would not 
act just as they do if they believed 
there was no God." 


Early in November, 1830, a revival of 
relinon began in Chillicothe. He at- 
tended some of the meetings wholly 
out of curiosity. One sermon, how- 
ever, concerning the operation of the 
spirit on the hearts of men, made some 
impression by bringing to his recollec- 
tion early experiences, but mingling 
again with his thoughtless companions 
the impression died away. A serious 
illness came and passed, producing no 
religious thoughtfulness at the time. 
Restored to health, he called on busi- 
ness to see a friend who had recently 
been converted, and who soon intro- 
duced the subject of religion, giving 
some account of his own experiences 
A profound feeling of solemnity took 
possession of Mr. Williams. He omit- 
ted the business on which he had called 
and with a tract in his hand, (which he 
subsequently learned was written by 
Bishop Mcllvaine,) entitled, "The Im- 
portance of Consideration," given him 
jy his friend, he retired. Repeated 
close perusals of this tract, following 
the conversation with his friend, awak- 
ened him. Meetings of four days' con- 
tinuance were beginning in the Pres- 
byterian church. He gave up other 
things and attended every meeting, an 
intensely 
interested 
listener, 
and 
studied the Bible constantly in the in- 
tervals. Then thinking of his worldly 
companions and worldly ambitions, the 
various expedients by which men are 
induced to stop short of thorough c.on- 
version to God, presented themselves 
He contemplated them, but could not 
rest in them. 
Deeper depths of his 
own moral nature were opening up to 
him. He began to see that his sinful- 
ness and guilt were just what the Bible 
said they were, and he both saw and 
felt the necessity of Christ's atone- 
ment. Step by step he was led on, aid- 
ed by the ministers whom he consult- 
ed, to an understanding of the way of 
salvation through the love of God in 
Christ, and to peace and joy through an 
entire surrender of himself to God 
trusting in Christ as his persona 
Saviour. 


The clear views of religious truth 
which Mr. Williams obtained in the ex- 
periences of his conversion, and which 
became clearer and deeper as life went 
on, were of immense value to him. He 
united with the Presbyterian church 
of Chillicothe, early in 1831, not simply 
as a christian, but as a christian whose 
experience had thoroughly convinced 
him of the truth of the Presbyterian 
interpretation of the doctrinal system 
of the New Testament, and because he 
approved of its form of government 
and policy. I do not think he ever af- 
terwards doubted either the truth of 
Christianity or the divine reality of ex- 
perimental religion. 
At once he be- 
came a thorough-going, active christian 
man, of the decided Presbyterian type. 
He did not think the division of the 
church into denominational branches 
an evil. He regarded the denomina- 
tions as supplementing one another, 
each one being fitted to do a work 
which none of the others could do so 
well. And, while he enjoyed fellowship 
with christians of all denominations, 
esteemed in christian love all branches 
of the church, was interested in and 
rejoiced in the prosperity of all, he be- 
lieved that more would be accomplish- 
ed for the glory of God and the good of 
mankind by each denomination retain- 
ing its individuality and fulfilling its 
providential mission in its own way, 
than by a consolidation of them all in- 
to one organization. Therefore, for 
working purposes, the Presbyterian 
denomination represented to him the 
church of Christ, and he threw himself 
into the work with a loving, loyal de- 
votion, which never flagged as long as 
his powers of mind and body held out. 
In July, 1831, this First Presbyterian 
church was organized, with 
eleven 
members, by the Rev. James Chute; 
the place of organization was the open 
air, under a rude shelter of boards, 
near what is now the junction of Col- 
ombia and Harrison streets. The next 
year, when Mr. Williams arrived, he 
found the congregation worshiping 
wherever it could find a i)lace to wor- 
ship. He immediately joined the little 
band, and a few months after, he was 
elected a ruling elder of the church, 
and was ordained in a carpenter shop. 
Colonel Wines was also ordained an 
elder at the same time and place. In 
1837 a frame church building, forty 
feet square, was erected on East Berry 
street. Returning from his temporary 
residence in Indianapolis, Mr. Williams 
began to live on the opposite side of 
the street. Being convenient to the 
church, he was not only a spiritual 
leader, but often janitor. Many a time, 
Saturday evening, he carried over wood 
from his own wood pile, made a fire, 
swept 
out, joined in 
the 
elders' 
Saturday 
night 
meeting to 
pray 
for 
a 
blessing 
on 
the 
ensuing 
Sabbath services, retnmed in the moru- 
log, rekindled the fire and rang the bell 
for service. The division, happily heal- 
ed sixteen years ago, of the Presb^ terian 
church into the old and new school 
branches was coming on. Mr. Williams 
thoronghly informed himself on the 
question at issue and stood staunchly for 
the old school side. 
The Bev. Henry 
Ward Beecher, then pastor of the Sec- 
ond Presbyterian church of Indianapo- 
lis, in the interest of the new school 
party, came on horseback through the 
woo^ and slashes to Fort Wayne, and 
covered with mud, rode up to Mr. Wil- 
liams' house, hitched his heme, and go- 
ing in,annonnced,*'I have come to divide 
your church.*' 
Bat Mr: Williams did 
not propose to have it done. Bev. Wm. 
0. Andenon, a auui of «m 
power, waa penqaded 
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devolved npon him, Mr. Williams nevei 
forgot his duties to God and God's 
chnroh. and was ever watchfol of the re> 
ligons condition and needs of the neigh- 
borhoods he virited. If he spent a Sab- 
bath in an oat-of the-way place, he went 
to whatever church service was at hand, 
and not only made the acquaintance of 
the minister and leading la:^en, but 
found out the eondition of things relig- 
ously. If he lodged over night near a 
prayer meeting, he went to the prayer 
meeting, and helped it on; or if his 
lodging was with a pious family, he 
joined with it in the family wcMship. In 
this way, he became better acquainted 
with the religions con<títion of the state 
and its needs than perhaps any other 
man, and these things he made known to 
the christian pnbhc throngh the relig- 
ons newspapers, so stimulating mission- 
ary z ^ , to which he was able to give 


^ In 185^^ was (one of a company of 
ministers and elders, who in an obraare 
room in Chicago, held a consultation 
concerning the necessity of a theological 
semin^ to furnish ministers and mis- 
sionaries for the northwest. An organi- 
zation was at once effected, and Mr. Wil- 
liams was elected one of the directors of 
the seminary, a position he continued to 
hold by repeated elections till the day 
of his death. This was the beginning of 
the present McCk>rmiok theological semi 
naiy, with its magnificent endowment, 
able c o ^ of professors, and constantly 
increasing number of students. 
In its 
earlier &ys, and while Mr. Williams 
was in the full maturity of his powers 
he labored for it, wrote for it, gave to it, 
with unremitting interest and devotion. 
About this time he was made a member 
of the board of trusteee of Hanover col- 
lege, near Madison, and, though on ac- 
count of other duties, constrained to re- 
sign the position after a few years of 
service, he continued to be an interested 
and useful friend of this institution. 


Meanwhile, his house in Fort Wayne 
was Prrabyterian headquarters for all 
this region of country. It was a home 
for ministers, missionaries and elders, 
where there was always a glad welcome, 
good cheer and plenty to eat, and when 
the beds were filled,there was more room 
on the floor with mattresses and cover- 
ings in abundance to make it comfort- 
able, and where they slept soundly, after 
all hai joined together in worship at the 
family altar; for family worship was an 
established institution in Mr. Williams' 
honse. 


He thoroughly believed that the Gospel 
of Christ was God's own instrument for 
the salvation of men here and hereafter, 
from the guilt and power of sin, and so 
for the reformation of society, and he 
cared very little for reformatory schemes 
of men's devising. 
He thoroughly be- 
Ueved that the church was Gc^'s own 
organization for the 
promotion and 
spread of this gospel, and he had very 
little interest in mere reformatory organ- 
izations. 
He 
loved the gospel of 
Christ and the church of Christ. 


He loved this church,and never ceased 
to pray and labor for its efficiency as a 
spiritual power. 
As an officer of it, he 
was intelligent, wise, far-sighted, judi 
cious and always devotedly loyal to it 
and its pastor. 


But he was always interested in all the 
church of Christ was doing all over the 
earth, and kept informed on all religious 
progress, movements 
and questions. 
In his own denomination, his influence 
was exerted and felt, both east and west. 
He attended the general assemblies 
whenever he could whether a member or 
not, and having convictions on every 
question of doctrine or polity that came 
up, he sought to impress those convic 
tions upon others. 
He was perhaps 
more widely known personally than any 
other ruling elder in the Presbyterian 
church. One time, some twelve years 
ago, he said to me that he had personal 
acquaintance with ministers in nearly 
every Presbytery of our chnroh in the 
United States. 


In attempting to sum up his character, 
I would say that the first thing which 
impressed a stranger, was his strongly 
marked and unique personality. 
He 
was not like anybody else, either physi- 
cally or mentally. 
His towering form 
would attract attention anywhere, by its 
very appearance and motions. 
Though 
he regretted the want of early academi- 
cal or 
collegiate 
training, 
he had 
himself supplied the want, by disciplin- 
ing his mind, and had acquired a vast 
store of knowledge, not only in the line 
of his profession, but on all subjects of 
importance. 
He wrote and published a 
great deal in his day, and in most excel- 
lent English. 


His perceptive faculties were well 
trained, and he had an accurate knowl- 
edge of men and things. 
He was very 
careful in making up his judgments, and 
consequently very particular to get a cor- 
rect understanding of the underlying 
facts. 
He would search through piles 
of newspapers, books and pamphlets, 
and write to the Atlantic and Pacific 
coasts to get one fact correctly in his 
mind. 
His judgment once formed, it 
became an intense conviction, which ex- 
pressed in words, sometimes had a m hite 
heat, but expressed in writing, had al- 
most invariably the calmness of a judi- 
cial decision. 


The most prominent element of his in- 
dividuality was a combination of in- 
tense vital and volitional energy. 
His 
temperament made idleness intolerable 
misery to him, and with a strong physical 
constitution, habits of industry and a 
tremendous capacity for work, when his 
will was bent on the accomplishment of 
a purpose, he worked tirelessly often six- 
teen or eighteen hours a day till it was 
accomplished. 
When the interests of 
the Grand Kapids railroad were put into 
his hands, and to save a land grant for 
the road valued at seven millions of dol 
lars, he had to build twenty miles of the 
line into the unbroken pineries of Mich 
igan within a period of fifty days, I am 
told he used to be up at 4 o'clock in the 
morning, waking the men to feed thsir 
horses, get their breakfast and be ready 
for work. Eight days before the expira- 
tion of the limited time, he sent a dis- 
patch to the governor of Michigan, say- 
ing. "the last rail is laid." 


The next striking element of his indi- 
viduality, was his remarkable power of 
concentration. 
He was able at once, 
without distraction or confusion, to con 
centrate 8Ü11 his faculties upon any ob- 
ject that interested him. 
Years ago, I 
have more than once met him driving 
rapidly in his buggy to a business meet- 
ing concerning some of the secular inters 
esta in which he was engaged, when, 
seeing me. be would suddenly stop and 
talk about some general or special re- 
ligious matter with fullness of thought 
and earnestness just as if he had never 
t h o u g h t about anything else but reU- 
lon and thechorch, and then drive on 
»leave no doubt the impression on 
tiioaehenet at the bnaineas meeting

NewYoikto attend a meeting of the 
board of dizeetorsfrf the Fittsbn^, Fort 
Wajne and Chioago raiboad, of which 
he was a member. 
The next Sabbath 
morning I waa sorprised to see him in 
hispew, and told himso after service. 
Oonvenation then and afterwards re- 
vealed to me that he had attended the 
meeting of directors in New York, had 
spent two days attending Moody's evan- 
gelistic m e e t i ^ in Boston, had stopped 
long enough in Philadelphia to learn 
about chmroh interests, had spent half a 
day in Washington with Senator Sher- 
man in the interest of a legL^tive mat- 
ter, had been half a day in Pittsburg in- 
quiring into the condition of religions 
affairs there and returned home, and all 
this between two Sabbaths. 


As a religions man he was first of all a 
man who aimed to do right in the sight 
of his (jk)d, and so aiming, his integrity 
in the sight of men was unassailable. 
He discharged all the important public 
ttusts put into his hands with a fideUty 
to truth and right and duty which 
equaled his efficiency. 


Fidelity to duty in the line of his pro- 
fession, in religion and patriotism, and 
in all things, was one of his most marked 
characteristios. 
He was faithful because 
he viewed his whole life in its relations 
to his God, and fidelity to him involved 
fidelity in all duty. 


He passed through hfe with clean 
hands and an nnsuUied record. 
A law- 
yer in this city said to me some years 
ago, "Nobody need try to find any 
crookedness in the record of Jesse L. 
Williams. 
I got angry at him one 
time and tried it myself in vain; his 
record is straight as a line.'' Although by 
judicious management and the salaries 
he received, w ^ t h fiowed in upon him 
till from bcwg a poor boy, he became a 
reputed millionaire, yet his fortune came 
honestly, and it came honorably; not by 
robbing widows and orphans, nor by 
oppressing the poor. If he ever sued 
anybody, or was sued by anybody on his 
personal account and in his private ca- 
pacity, I never heard of it 


Though a man of such intense con- 
victions, mingling in practical affairs and 
aiming to carry out his purposes where 
individual views and interests conflict, 
could not avoid arousing opposition, 
sometimes strong, he never harbored 
any malice or indulged any spirit of 
wrong. His kindness of heart appeared 
to all who came near him. His public 
gifts 
of 
large 
sums 
to 
the 
northwest theological 
seminary, and 
to the city hospital in this place, convey 
no adequate idea of what he gave to re- 
ligious and benevolent objects. 
He 
was giving in smaller sums continually, 
his charities and benevolent gifts were 
widely distributed und unostentatious. 
He was always the first one applied to 
when anything was to be done, and no 
one ever came to Fort Wayne, seeking 
aid for any benevolent or religions cause, 
bat his first inquiry was for the resi 
dence of Jesse L. Williams. 
And no 
one ever entered his house, or wrote to 
him on behalf of a needy, worthy cause, 
without receiving material aid for it. 
Who will take his place? 


Mr. Williams was strong, rather than 
polishi^d. But the strong man, unbent, 
was found to be a fountain of genial 
wit and humor, a treasure house of en- 
tertaining anecdotes and one of the most 
delightful companions. 
He kept friend- 
ships from early days till death broke 
them up on this side the vail. Loyalty was 
part of his nature. Loyalty to God and 
his church, was one of his abiding char- 
acteristics. In the house of God he was 
reverent, attentive and devout. ;Nothing 
filled him with more delight than to see 
the young coming to Christ. 


From the pulpit he preferred God's 
truth to sentimental gush, and had no 
patience at all with one who put his own 
theories in the place of God's truth, 
however beautifully he might adorn 
them. Truth, the truth of the gospel, 
being both the seed and the food of the 
new life, he held it to be above all things 
else important. His own deep religious 
experiences made him capable of dis- 
criminating very accurately the true 
from false appearances. 


I do not think any one who knew him 
intimately could doubt his love to Christ 
and his fellow-men. Touched by his 
perceptions of the love of God to him or 
by joy in the salvation of others, the 
tears trickled down this strong man's 
cheeks. 


His very faults were those of a strong 
man, and when in his latter days, with 
the failing of his mental powers, the 
eccentricities of his nature came out 
more prominently, and 
became the 
sport of his own unregulated native 
strength, people who had not known 
him before looked upon him with won- 
der. They could not know, from what 
they saw, what a really great and grand 
man Jesse L. Williams was. He had sim- 
ply come to a part of his earthly life, for 
which he had made no calculations and in 
which he did not know what to do with 
himself. Day by day, as the end came 
nearer, mind and body together grew 
feebler. 
Lucid intervals there were 
when he realized his condition and spoke 
of his departure as near, and made ex- 
pressions of thanksgiving for God's 
mercies in the past and of confidence 
in the Saviour, 
to 
whom he had 
entrusted himself in early manhood. 
It would have been a oomfort to his 
family had he retained the full posses- 
sion of his faculties to the last; but 
dying testimonies were not needed to 
give them the consolation of hope in his 
death. Eight years ago he said to me: 
"My home has been in this town for 
over forty years, and if the people do 
not believe that I am a Christian, there 
would be no use in my asserting it." 
Life is, however, the surest evidence of 
what one is. 


A few minutes before noon last Satur- 
day morning he fell asleep. Rest, ser- 
vant of God, with the Saviour till the 
resurrection morning shall give thee a 
body that shall never wear out.

Twenty-five years ago a wavo of in- 


empeninca «wept over tho country, 
'ollowing close upon tho heels of the 
war, and really a part of tho demornliz- 
ng infhipncft of that struggle, and from 
,he chief of a division to ono in the 
most menial capacity a spree was as 
common as pay-day, and it excited 
about as little criticism as any other or- 
dinary circumstance in connection with 
his daily or weekly duties. Tho rev 
lorter remembers that his employers, 
ia well as tho foremen of the various 
departments, not counting tlio ordinary 
employes, thought no more of a debauch 
;han if it was tho simplest ami inoat or- 
dinary circumstance- of their daily Onty, 
and there was a general looking forward 
from one week to nnother for the means 
to bo spent hi dissipation, as if to drink 
was the chief aim, and for that matter 
tho chief end of man. A drunk excited 
no comment in those days, either, for it 
was not regarded us it is now, and as it 
should be, as disgraceful and hurnilnt- 
ing. Sow, the chances arc that if an 
employe, no matter what may he his 
position, or how valuable may he his 
services, indulges in a debauch, lie finds 
his place taken by a sober man, and 
whether it be a railway, or even a saloon 
itself, soberness is enforced as a con- 
dition of continued employment. It is 
the Htimu in all depart mcnts of labor, 
oven in a brewery, and this shows what 
a marked and radical change there has 
been in public opinion within the time 
uicnf imii'tl. 
It i=( no more nniicrablc in 


one lima the other, although it may IIR 
more particularly enforced in sonio de- 
partments than in others. And public 
opinion 1ms ovon gone further and put 
the fat'nl of condemnation upon flic sale 
of intoxicants, so that, no mutter how 
tho vender of liquors may demean him- 
self, he "is a saloon-beeper" is always 
spoken in n tone of contempt for the 
liUbiiiusa, and try it in u bat way he may, 
ho cannot get above tho prejudice of 
hia calling. It is thrown up to his 
family, und they Are made to feel it in 
more wnvs thnn one, but nlwfiys in ;i 
way that" makes them loathe the very 
name, and to always refer to it as a 
liumilaling fact of which they are 
heartily ashamed.

while oj duty, which m practically an 
embargo, as they are on duty tho entire 
time, with the single exception of one 
night oil" in every seven, so that, were 
they nn disposed, there is but litlle op- 
porfuni y for them to indulge in the 
beverage, which always degrade.1; and 
downs a man, handle it as tenderly and 
gingerly an 1»> may. 
Witli tho mnjorify 


of the members tills order is accepted 
as tlio correct thing, and it meets with 
their hearty approval.
